T his year’s Halloween in the Cas¬ 
tro Party, which many expect to 
be the last, will include 200 uni¬ 
formed security officers and 
even more security volunteers. While 
the rent-a-cops definitely will be part of 
the evening, their agenda is markedly 
different from that of the upwards of 
200,000 costumed celebrants who show 
up for the annual fair. 

“The 1995 party will feature the 
same high-energy revelry as in the past, 
but this year we’ve taken steps to en¬ 
sure that the party is secure so that 
everyone can have a good time,” said 
Lester Olmstead-Rose, event 
spokesman and Executive Director of 
Community United Against Violence 
(CUAV). He added, “We’ve simply out¬ 
grown the neighborhood. Next year we 
hope to find larger surroundings to hold 
all the revelers.” 

Also on hand will be 350 security 
volunteers, an alcohol-free public area, 
and a professional DJ. Anyone interest¬ 
ed in volunteering can call CUAV at 
777-5500. 

Halloween in the Castro is scheduled 
to run from 8 p.m. to midnight. A special 
shuttle running from the Civic Center 
area to the gated entrance area will be 

provided. Admission is $2 per person. 

No alcoholic beverages and absolutely 
no weapons of any kind will be allowed.

Three SOMA Bashing Suspects 
Held on Felony Battery Charges

T hree men are awaiting ar¬ 
raignment this week on 
charges of felony battery, 
with the added weight of a 
hate crime, after a gay man identi¬ 
fied them as the group that jumped 
and beat him just after midnight 
last Saturday, October 21. 

San Francisco resident Ronald 
Bennett said the trio repeatedly 
yelled “Let’s get the faggot,” and 
that his leatherman regalia was the 
identifier they were looking for. 
His gear ultimately saved him. 


Bennett said; he protected his face 
and head from the brunt of the 
blows delivered by his muggers, 
who he said all appeared to be in 
their 20s, with his oversized 
Harley-Davidson leather jacket. 

The investigation could even 
expand, according to Sergeant Her¬ 
man P. Jones of the Special Inves¬ 
tigations Division of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Department. He told 
the B.A.R. his office is awaiting 
word from the District Attorney 
about whether the hate crimes 
statutes will be applied in this case 
- but that at this point all evidence 
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points that way, particularly since 
robbery did not appear to be a mo¬ 
tive. 

“What I have now for a motiva¬ 
tion is that the victim appeared to 
be a gay male,” he said. The civil 
rights violation alone carries a one- 
year sentence or $10,000, or both. 

Bennett, who told The Bay Area 
Reporter that this was the first time 
he had been gay-bashed in the 12 
years he has lived in San Francis¬ 
co, said the trouble began while he 
was walking in the neighborhood 
of Harrison near 12th streets. He 
was going to the San Francisco 
Eagle from the Lone Star Saloon 
around 12:30 a.m. Saturday. Four 
men climbed out of a car while 
three remained inside the vehicle, 
pummeling Bennett and shouting 
anti-gay epithets. He was treated 
and released at San Francisco 
Kaiser Hospital for a cut lip, bruis¬ 
es, and cuts around the eyes. 

Bennett commented to the 
B.A.R ., ‘The police were incredi¬ 
ble. They had them within two 
hours.” Police confirmed that the 
suspects have been in custody 
since Saturday morning, and were 
being held because they could not 
make the bail.

Clinton 
Backs Gay 
Bights Bill

P resident Clinton, in what is 
being called a first for a 
president and a major ad¬ 
vance for gay rights, has 
endorsed the proposed “Employ¬ 
ment Non-Discrimination Act” 
legislation to prohibit job discrimi¬ 
nation against lesbians and gays. 

According to San Francisco Super¬ 
visor Susan Leal, the president’s 
support for ENDA was promised at 
a June 13 meeting between lesbian 
and gay elected officials and White 
House staff. Even so, many on 
both sides of the gay rights debate 
were surprised when the promise 
was made good in a letter released 
Friday, October 20. 

“Individuals should not be de¬ 
nied a job on the basis of some¬ 
thing that has no relationship to 
their ability to perform their work,” 

Clinton wrote in the letter, dated 
Thursday. “Discrimination in em¬ 
ployment on the basis of sexual 
orientation is currently legal in 41 

Lesbian From Iran 
Granted Asylum

A 27-year-old Iranian lesbian feminist poet was granted po¬ 
litical asylum on Wednesday, October 18 by the Immi¬ 
gration and Naturalization Service, on the grounds that 
sfle would be persecuted if she returned to her country. 
Vahm-e-Sabz has lived in the Bay Area six years, according to 
her attorney Robert E. Jobe, an immigration and lesbian and gay 
asylum specialist. 

A rape crisis and violence reduction counselor, Sabz has been 
involved with many women’s organizations, is a member of the 
Iranian Lesbian, Gay and Bisexual Network, and has been in¬ 
volved with the International Gay and Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission. 

“She is very happy, she is thrilled. Frankly, for our office it was 
a slam dunk case,” Jobe told the Bay Area Reporter. “She had de¬ 
layed the application for a long time.” 

The case was an easy victory, Jobe said, since Sabz likely 
faced execution in her native Iran because she is a lesbian and an 
outspoken feminist and advocate for women’s rights. 

“I hope that my case will not be used to perpetuate the exist¬ 
ing anti-Iranian sentiments, but instead assist other lesbians who 
are living in fear of persecution and are seeking asylum,” Sabz 
said in a press statement. “The INS’s decision is consistent with 
its mandate to protect refugees from past or future violence.” 

Sabz is also the author of a chapter in an IGLHRC human 
rights report that documents the extent of persecution against 
Iranian lesbians, who must contend with strict anti-lesbian inter¬ 
pretations of Islamic belief by the Iranian government. 

According to Jobe, Sabz is only the second lesbian to qualify 
for affirmative asylum - but the situation may change. 

“Everything is on the fast track because of the Clinton admin¬ 
istration’s reform of the asylum process,” he said. 

The streamlined process includes a hearing for asylum seekers 
within a month of filing for such protections, and a decision to ei¬ 
ther reject or grant the request within two weeks of the hearing. 

Attorney General Janet Reno ordered in June 1994 that gay men 
and lesbians who faced persecution in their countries because of 
sexual orientation can be granted asylum. 

A photograph of Sabz was not available, because of the possi¬ 
bility of retaliation to her family and friends who remain in Iran. ▼

Why is Root Canal Therapy Necessary? 

Years ago, a tooth with a diseased or injured pulp (the tooth’s soft core) was 
extracted. Today, however, endodontic treatment gives dentistry a safe and 
effective means of saving teeth.

PWA’s Swastika Art 
Removed from City Exhibit

A gay artist with HIV says that he is the victim of 
censorship, after two controversial works of art were 
rejected from an AIDS art exhibit that began on Octo¬ 
ber 16 in Mayor Frank Jordan’s office at City Hall. 

The “Art From The Heart” exhibit - comprised of 
an estimated 75 pieces of artwork including paintings, 
drawings, and mixed media constructions by artists 
living with HIV and AIDS - is scheduled to run 
through December 8, according to Jordan’s lesbian and 
gay liaison, Robert Oakes. It is the first public display 
of art of any kind ever exhibited in the mayor’s office. 

Artist Josie Parker told the Bay Area Reporter that 
“Another Christian Massacre,” a watercolor and 
Conte crayon piece that was rejected, is a three-di¬ 
mensional construction of crucifix, with an upside- 
down red ribbon nailed to the cross. The symbolic 
representation of the piece of cloth traditionally af¬ 
fixed to the top of the cross with the letters INRI was 
replaced with a small swastika. 

A second watercolor, Conte crayon, and condom 
piece entitled “Seven Days A Week” was also reject¬ 
ed because it included a variety of packaged condoms 
and the exhortation to “Use Me,” Parker said. 

Ironically, Parker said the pieces were replacement 
choices for an initial work entitled “Gay Plague,” 
which was approved for the display when artists in the 
show met with Jordan staffers, but later deemed inap¬ 
propriate. 

“I’m not a person who comes to tears very easily, 
but I came to tears over this,” he said. “I was upset 
enough to say that censorship is turning into the 
American way of life. I tried to prepare myself for re¬ 
jection and even explained the pieces in advance, and 
they said there would be no problem.” 

Instead, Parker, 31, says that he discovered very 
quickly that there was a problem - and charged that 
the mayor’s office staffers told the artists that if they 
“did not like or approve” of the content of the art, that 
they would just take it down themselves and move it 
elsewhere.

“It was just so unprofessional,” Parker charged. 

Oakes specifically mentioned a staffer’s abhor¬ 
rence of the swastika image as he dismissed Parker’s 
charge of censorship. 

“That’s just incredible,” he said. “This is an oppor¬ 
tunity that the mayor is graciously extending, to edu¬ 
cate all the people who come into his office through 
an artistic venue. 

“Because this office belongs to all of the people we 
must be very sensitive, and all staff individuals were 
invited to view the art to ensure none of it would be 
deemed offensive to any members of the public,” 
Oakes said. 

The artists knew the ground rule that the mayor’s 
office would reject any art they felt inappropriate - 
and all agreed, Oakes told the B.A.R. 

“The mayor’s office is not an art gallery,” he said. 
“It is a public space owned by all the citizens of San 
Francisco. The mayor’s office fails to see how it is 
censorship to provide a forum to display art which is 
not otherwise available. 

“This is sort of biting the hand that feeds you,” he 
said. ▼

Insurer Sued for 
Denying Coverage 
to SF PWA’s Mate 

And passing damaging info 
about HIV-negative man!

In the first case of its kind, a 
California man filed suit against an 
insurance company Monday, Oc¬ 
tober 23 for $1 million, for deny¬ 
ing him life insurance - because he 
lives with a man who has AIDS. 

Mark LaBonte filed the suit in 
San Francisco County Superior 
Court claiming Minnesota Mutual 
Life Insurance Co. has violated 
state anti- discrimination laws and 
the federal Americans with Dis¬ 
abilities Act. 

LaBonte had applied through 
his employer for a $150,000 life 
insurance policy with Minnesota 
Mutual October 17, 1994, and was 
given a routine blood test for HIV. 
The test came back negative, but 
LaBonte was denied a policy. 

After several letters, a company 
agent wrote back to LaBonte, who 
is gay, that he was denied coverage 
because his medical records con¬ 
tained a notation that his live-in 
partner had AIDS. 

In addition to denying LaBonte 
life insurance, the company also 
reported him to a national medical 
information bureau that provides 
insurance companies with medical 


information about individuals who 
apply for policies. 

As a consequence, LaBonte has 
not been able to find coverage with 
another company. 

Paul Wotman, LaBonte’s attor¬ 
ney, said the company has clearly 
violated several laws including the 
California Unruh Civil Rights Act 
and the Americans with Disabili¬ 
ties Act. 

‘This is the first case I know of 
where a man gives a negative HIV 
test and still is denied coverage,” 
Wotman said. “It’s simply irrational. 
They don’t deny non-smokers in¬ 
surance coverage because they live 
with someone who smokes and face 
the risk of getting cancer because of 
second-hand smoke.” 

Wotman said the company has 
not been open to any kind of out- 
of-court negotiation. 

“They basically have said, 
‘This is our policy and we’re stick¬ 
ing to it,”’ Wotman said. “I was 
quite surprised they would come 
right out and say they denied him 
because he was a gay man living 
with a partner with AIDS.” 

A company spokesman in St. 
Paul, Minnesota, said the company 
had no immediate comment. ▼

D.A. Lobbies for PWA’s 
Compassionate Release 

...But state parole board waits almost until death

A San Francisco man died at San 
Francisco General Hospital less 
than two hours after the California 
State Department of Parole granted 
him compassionate medical release 
on Wednesday, October 18. 

James Yates died an hour and a 
half after he was granted the re¬ 
lease, despite earlier certification 
by physicians that he had AIDS 


and his death was imminent. 

According to an aide to Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Arlo Smith, Smith 
was asked to assist in obtaining 
compassionate leave for the AIDS 
patient, and immediately dropped 
auto theft charges against Yates 
when told the inmate’s death was 
close at hand. Smith also urged 
the state parole board to release 
him from custody in San Francis¬ 
co County Jail, where he was also 


held on parole violations. 

Yates’s plight was brought to 
the District Attorney’s attention 
by Judy Greenspan of HIV/AIDS 
in Prison project. 

Governor Pete Wilson has 
twice vetoed measures that would 
shift the decision in such cases for 
prisoners with indeterminate sen¬ 
tences and terminal illnesses, from 
the parole board to the state De¬ 
partment of Corrections. T

City Hall 

Improvement Bonds 


he voters are being asked to ap¬ 
prove a bond issue to modernize 
City Hall. After the 1989 earth¬ 
quake a bond issue was passed to 
seismically retrofit most of our Civic 
Center buildings to prevent further 
earthquake damage to these historic 
buildings. The bond issue addressed 
earthquake issues only. No money was 
voted at that time to modernize these 
buildings. We have the perfect opportu¬ 
nity to do that at this time. The courts 
are moving out of City Hall to a new 
building at the corner of McAllister and 
Polk, across the street from City Hall.

What’s Going 
On In Our 
High Schools?

generation ago we could read stories in 
the newspaper about the courage of young 
people working to desegregate the Deep 
South. Today, all too often we read about 
young people who are the perpetrators of racist or 
anti-Semitic incidents. Sometimes, these incidents 
are acts of violence; more often, they are acts of in¬ 
timidation and malice. 

In the past few months, we have seen two such 
incidents:. At Norman Thomas High School in 
Manhattan, six students sent a threatening note to a 
Jewish teacher, adorned with a swastika and the 
words, “Hitler” and “You bitch.” At Greenwich 
High School in Connecticut, five seniors encoded 
the words “kill ALL niggERS” beneath their photos 
in the high school yearbook. 

The students involved in these incidents do not 
fit the typical profile of misfits we tend to associate 
with this type of activity. The Greenwich High stu¬ 
dents were all athletes, most of them college-bound. 
The six students involved with sending the threat¬ 
ening message at Norman Thomas High include the 
senior class president and two varsity athletes. 

What is happening to our young people? 

Clearly, such bigotry does not emerge from a 
vacuum. At Greenwich High, for example, a fight 
had broken out among white, black, and Latino stu¬ 
dents in the school cafeteria in April; last year, the 
school gymnasium was defaced by anti-Jewish and 
anti-black graffiti. Obviously, this context of racism 
cannot excuse these students’ actions, but just as 
obviously, these students aren’t alone in their preju¬ 
dices. 

In fact, a 1993 study of racial attitudes commis¬ 
sioned by the Anti-Defamation League found that 

though white Americans over age 50 were most 
likely to hold anti-black attitudes (35 percent of 
those polled), 31 percent of Americans under age 
30 held these same prejudices, compared with only 
23 percent of Americans age 30 to 49 - an increase 
of more than 30 percent. Not surprisingly, lack of 
education and general xenophobic attitudes also 
contributed to the propensity toward racism. But in 
notable contrast to other surveys on prejudice, this 
study found that intolerance did not automatically 
go down with increased age or schooling. 

Part of the increase in racism among the young 
may be attributed to the particular era in which we 
live. Young people of this generation, white or 
black, have no firsthand memories of the horrors of 
a segregated South - the images of Bull Connor 
turning water hoses and dogs against black 
marchers; of black churches bombed by racist ter¬ 
rorists; of separate water fountains - or the coali¬ 
tions and spirit of unity that were necessary to over¬ 
come discrimination. Fifty years after the end of 
World War II, images of goose-stepping Nazis, 
swastikas, and concentration camps are also too 
distant to impress on young people the pain of anti- 
Semitism. 

Moreover, our youth face challenges from 
today’s pop culture - music, videos, and films - 
that desensitize them to the pain caused by bigotry. 
The rock group Guns ’n Roses, for example, 
recorded a song called One in a Million, which de¬ 
nounced blacks as “niggers” and homosexuals as 
“faggots”; it may be a coincidence, but one of the 
Greenwich High students included in his yearbook 
message the phrase “One in a million.” 

Rap musicians such as Ice Cube have indulged 
in anti-Asian, anti-gay, and anti-Semitic lyrics in 
their recordings. Similarly, rap music and videos, as 
well as films such as Pulp Fiction - all of which ap¬ 
peal to both black and white audiences - use the 
word “nigger” as if it were an ordinary term of ad¬ 
dress. The popular culture is not solely responsible 
for the decline in racial harmony over the past sev¬ 
eral years, but as long as these offensive messages 
are being produced, people of good will must exer¬ 
cise their First Amendment rights to denounce this 
bigotry and demand better from those responsible 
for it. 

If there is any consolation to be taken from 
these two ugly reminders of the intolerance that 
persists in our culture, it is the response that has 
greeted these students’ acts. In a dozen interviews at 
Norman Thomas High, not a single student at¬ 
tempted to defend or rationalize the behavior of 
their classmates; the faculty and teachers union 
likewise have been forthright in calling for further 
punishment of the offending students. In Green¬ 
wich, local ministers joined together to condemn 
racism, and call for unity. 

The climate of fear, intimidation, and mistrust 
which today’s students face must be replaced with 
more sustaining and productive values. This is the 
challenge we face - as parents, as teachers, as 
neighbors, as Americans. ▼

Most 
of us are on the second epidemic track. 

Some days I wish my friend would get better, but 
until there’s a cure, people need to realize caregivers, 
no matter their orientation or sex, need love and sup¬ 
port as much as AIDS patients themselves do. Maybe 
my hope for a cure will be realized, maybe it won’t, 
but no matter how many loved ones we lose, we can’t 
totally give up. When we do, AIDS wins. 

We can win if we just come to a better understand¬ 
ing of what we caregivers deal with. Don’t offer us 
help and then come up with excuses why you can’t 
help out. Most people who deal with AIDS caregivers 
figure we can handle a lot, we’ve been doing it for so 
long already. Well, guess what? We’re not unfeeling 
superheroes, and all the crap we deal with does its 
damage. Some of us can’t leave the house often or 
even get time to ourselves. It’s not just AIDS patients 
who need help— their caregivers do, too, so we don’t 
try to destroy ourselves after we lose someone.

Dubious admonition 

[The following was sent to Patricia Sullivan, Di¬ 
rector, Prevention and Support Services, UCSF AIDS 
Health Project:] 

I am writing to express my strong objection to the 
banner you have strung above the entrance to your fa¬ 
cility at Castro and Market Streets, which reads in 
pertinent part: “Celebrate Health - Stay HIV Nega¬ 
tive.” As an HIV-positive San Francisco resident who 
passes by your intersection daily, and as an openly 
gay artist whose work for years has dealt directly with 
the effect of HIV in our lives and culture, it is my 
opinion that the presence of this banner in our neigh¬ 
borhood is offensive on its face, promotes viral sepa¬ 
ratism, detracts from the vital work of winning the 
battle against HIV and AIDS, and is an insult to all of 
us who are antibody-positive for HIV. 

What are you really saying with this phrase? First, 
you are implying that because I went positive, I some¬ 
how failed to “celebrate health”; the subtext here is 
that I did not care enough about maintaining my own 
health to do everything I could to avoid exposure to 
HIV. Nothing could be further from the truth. In fact, 
from the time I came out sexually in 1986 to the time 
I tested positive in 1992,1 practiced safe sex in accor¬ 
dance with the S.F. AIDS Foundation guidelines on 
every occasion I had sexual contact, without fail. And 
I went positive anyway. The usual reaction when I say 
this: “You’re lying.” (I am not.) “You must have for¬ 
gotten once.” (I did not.) ‘The condom must have 
broke.” (Never.) Or the party-line favorite: “Nothing 
is 100 % safe.” I did not fail to practice safe sex - safe 
sex failed me. Do you have anything to offer me other 
than after-the-fact reproaches that perpetuate the tra¬ 
dition of blaming the positive for testing positive? 

Further, equating “health” with the absence of HIV 
antibodies is incorrect. My “health” is just fine, thank 
you. I work out fiercely, four times a week in the gym, 
and am an enthusiastic trail hiker. My body is the 
envy of many of my HIV-negative friends, my long¬ 
term prognosis is as good as it gets, and my spirit and 
overall outlook are excellent and vigorous. And you 
have the nerve to tell me that because I am HlV-posi- 
tive, I am unhealthy! My primary care provider would 
laugh in your face. At best, this simple-minded sloga¬ 
neering is an example of yesterday’s outdated think¬ 
ing and at worst, perpetuates the myth that those of us 
who have AIDS or test positive for HIV are doomed 
to an unhealthy, short life and early, painful death. 
Your equating “negative” with “healthy” and “posi¬ 
tive” with “sick” works directly against our efforts to 
win the medical and cultural battle for our lives. 

Finally, your placing this dubious admonition in an 
extremely public setting in the heart of the city’s gay 
community is an alarming example of the trend to¬ 
ward “viral apartheid”: the practice of separating 
HIV-positive people from the rest of the community 
and the world at large. The rise of groups such as “In¬ 
vention” that hide their separatist, segregationist 
agenda behind the rubric of “support for negatives,” 
along with the popularity of anti-positive ranters such 
as Dana Van Gorder, Eric Rofes, and the always-reli- 
able Walt Odets (who was quoted in the East Bay Ex¬ 
press recently as saying, “I do not want to fall in love 
with someone who has AIDS or HIV” and other odi¬ 
ous claptrap), plays directly into the hands of our en¬ 
emies who would like nothing better than to see peo¬ 
ple with HIV and AIDS removed from the general 
population. It is obvious that AHP has not given full 
consideration to these issues, if in fact they occurred 
to you at all. 

What are you really saying when you say “Cele¬ 
brate Health - Stay HIV Negative”? You are saying to 
the community, stay away from me. You are telling 
the community that because I am HIV-positive, I have 
failed, I am unhealthy, I am somehow damaged 
goods, unworthy of love and undesirable for contact. 
This message is a lie, and if you are really serious 
about serving the health of the whole community, you 
need to give full consideration to the implications of 
such a message and the viral separatism it represents. 

Remove this offensive banner at once, or in the al¬ 
ternative, display along with it a banner that reflects a 
supportive, communitarian, healthy attitude towards 
those of us who are HIV-positive and who have AIDS.

Not contagious 

The message that “anyone could get HIV,” pro¬ 
moted by HIV-infected basketball great Magic John¬ 
son, is unfortunately misunderstood in two nations 
that have recently obstructed his scheduled visit due 
to concerns about his infectiousness. Officials in both 
Taiwan and the Philippines have been quoted as call¬ 
ing HIV “contagious,” which is an epidemiological 
term for a disease that is transmitted by contact; in 
common usage, “highly infectious.” A droplet-spread 
disease such as chicken pox is contagious. HIV, which 
dies quickly outside the host and is transmitted 
through blood contact with infected semen, blood or 
vaginal fluid, hardly meets this definition. Indeed, 
anyone can be infected, if they have unprotected sex 
or share intravenous needles with an infected partner, 
are transfused with infected blood products, or are 
bom to infected mothers. But calling HIV “conta¬ 
gious” can only fan hysteria and hinder legitimate 
HIV prevention efforts.

istrict Attorney Arlo 

| v . Smith has earned the 
■ support of San Francis- 

; co’s lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity and deserves re-election 
November 7. 

Smith and his family have al¬ 
ways been supportive of minori¬ 
ties. I first met him when he and 
his wife Helen showed up at Har¬ 
vey Milk’s headquarters back in 
1973 and offered to walk 
precincts for Harvey in his first 
campaign for supervisor. 

From the day he first took of¬ 
fice over a decade ago. Smith 
made it very clear that the lesbian 
and gay community would have a 
highly visible presence in the dis¬ 
trict attorney’s office. Indeed, 
Smith was the first district attor¬ 
ney in the country to publicly re¬ 
cruit openly gay and lesbian attor¬ 
neys and investigators. Today, 
over ten percent of the San Fran¬ 
cisco District Attorney’s office 
professional staff are lesbian or 
gay, the highest percentage of any 
such office in America. 

Shortly after becoming D.A., 
Smith began working with Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence 
(CUAV), which is now funded in 
part from the D.A.’s budget, to 
stop gay bashing, through preven¬ 
tion programs in the schools and 
talks before community groups. 
Arlo ordered that gay bashing and 
similar hate crimes take high pri¬ 
ority in his office. 

In fact. Smith created Califor¬ 
nia’s first Hate Crime Unit, cur¬ 
rently headed by Assistant Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Chuck Haines, a 
very bright, openly gay man. 
Smith has helped organize similar 
units throughout the Bay Area, 
and his own Hate Crimes Unit 
was recognized last year by the 
American Jewish Congress for its 
outstanding work. 

Our district attorney has 
knowingly hired HIV-positive 
persons and has instituted a liber¬ 
al compassionate leave policy for 
persons with AIDS. He is the only 
district attorney in California with 
the courage to fight for compas¬ 
sionate medical use of marijuana 
and clean needle exchange. He 
testified before the state legisla¬ 
ture (and defied Attorney Gener¬ 
al Dan Lungren) in support of 
these two health issues of vital 
importance in the war against 
AIDS. 

The Family Violence Unit cre¬ 
ated by Smith many years ago is 
considered one of the finest in the 
country and has received numer¬ 
ous awards from groups fighting 
the ever-growing problem of do¬ 
mestic violence. The D.A.’s Fam¬ 
ily Support Division was comput¬ 
erized seven years ago at Smith’s 
direction, the result being that 
collections from men who father 
children but don’t support them 
have risen from $4 million to $32 
million per year, an eight-fold in¬ 
crease. 

Arlo Smith’s office is also rec¬ 
ognized for cracking down on

scam artists, especially those who 
prey on the handicapped and the 
elderly. Smith’s Check Restitution 
and Diversion Program collects

over $50,000 per month on behalf 
of both citizens and merchants 
victimized by bad check writers - 
all at no cost to taxpayers. 

Our community couldn’t ask 
for a better friend. Smith is en¬ 
dorsed by former Supervisor 
Harry Britt, Supervisors Carole 
Migden and Susan Leal, the 
gay/lesbian Bay Area Lawyers for 
Individual Rights (BALIF), Tok-

Political potpourri 

Now that retired General 
Colin Powell’s highly successful 
five-week book tour has ended, 
you can expect to see the popular 
African-American leader begin to 
make overtures to conservatives 
on such issues as abortion, his 
known opposition to gays in the 
military, etc. as he prepares to an¬ 
nounce next month that he’ll run 
for president - as a Republican. 

Former mayoral candidate and 
current supervisor Angela Alioto, 
reportedly anxious to challenge 
John Burton for Milton Marks’s 
state Senate seat, appeared Satur¬ 
day night, as did Burton, to speak 
to Marin County’s growing gay 
and lesbian Triangle Alliance or¬ 
ganization at Kentfield’s College 
of Marin. 

The star of the evening, how¬ 
ever, was Marin’s pro-gay Repre¬ 
sentative Lynn Woolsey, who 
warned that “truly frightening 


things” are happening in D.C. 
under the Republican-controlled 
Congress. She recounted being 
told to “shut up” by Republican 
member Randy Cunningham of 
Orange County during a debate 
on the House floor - “You are the 
ones who want to put homos in 
the military,” he said - and she 
noted that “in an atmosphere 
where bigots are given a podium 
and anti-gay slurs are used by 
GOP leaders on the House floor, 
the immediate future for gay 
rights isn’t promising.” Represen¬ 
tative Woolsey, whose son 
Michael is a well-known gay ac¬ 
tivist in San Francisco, warned 
the group that social and civil 
rights programs targeted by the 
GOP include elimination of a 
housing subsidy program for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. 

Oh, the ingratitude of it all! 
Poor Bob Dole, who campaigned 
in California for Mike HufFing- 
ton last year, is really pissed at 
Iron Mike’s publicity-loving wife 
Arianna for her announced prefer¬ 
ence of Colin Powell for the GOP 
presidential nomination. After a 
nasty note from Dole to the Huff- 
ingtons about Arianna’s very pub¬ 
lic remarks, the missus then went 
on CNN’s Crossfire this past 
week to again blast the supposed 
front-runner. (Not to worry, sena¬ 
tor. No one in the Golden State 
pays much attention to those two, 
anyway.) 

Senator Jesse Helms, 74, has 
declared he’ll run for a fifth term 
next year, explaining that this was 
necessary to “block the homosex¬ 
ual lobby.” Leaving no doubt that 
the target of his re-election efforts 
will be you-know-who. Helms is 
now warning North Carolina vot¬ 
ers that they’re facing a gay 
takeover of the state’s Democratic 
Party, something apparently so 
secret that no one else - except 
Jesse, of course - even suspected. 

And yes, I do back Prop. E, the 
Charter Reform plan. While right- 
wing fanatics clutter up ballots in 
cities and states across the coun¬ 
try with measures to repeal gay 
rights laws, San Francisco can 
once again lead the way by lock¬ 
ing into the city’s constitution full 
civil rights protections for les¬ 
bians and gay men. This would, in 
fact, be a first for a city charter.

whether they actually committed 
an act of violence. In the light of 
the Rodney King verdict and what 
Mark Fuhrman’s character (or 
lack thereof) suggests about the 
LAPD, I can maybe - just maybe 
- buy someone saying Simpson’s 
acquittal will serve a higher good. 

I can’t, however, buy them saying 
it without holding their nose. 

Class perspective 

Does this kind of “justice” real¬ 
ly serve a community? Thus saying, 
in effect, that people who rip off 
their neighbors or bash the grand¬ 
mother down the street to get 
money for their next rock should go 
free for the good of that communi¬ 
ty (or to make up for past wrongs)? 
Perhaps I can’t judge that. I have, 
however, sat in black churches and 
heard, between the gospel music for 
which I came, prayers to Jesus to 
release a relative from the snares of 
crack addiction. This made me feel 
I was hearing the pain of a commu¬ 
nity in deep crisis - a community 
whose popular music used to pass 
along common sense wisdom and 
the call to triumph over defeatism 
and self-destruction. 

My perspective on this kind of 
“justice” is mostly a class perspec¬ 
tive. I live in a racially/ethnically di¬ 
verse middle-class neighborhood. I 
know of nobody in my neighbor¬ 
hood willing to be harvested by 
muggers or thieves for the purpose 
of social engineering, no matter 
what their color. This makes me sus¬ 
pect that the people who believe O.J. 
must go free for the good of the race, 
and the people who expect officers 
like Mark Fuhrman to keep the N- 
word people in their place, may be 
the proverbial brothers under the 
skin. Americans, what a people! 

The logic of a “need” for O.J. to 
walk gets really, really tricky. If you 
see the Simpson prosecution team’s 
failure to prove its case as cause for 
celebration, as a balance to the 
Rodney King prosecution’s failure, 
aren’t you in the position of having 
to say O.J. and the LA police are 
equally innocent? The reasonable 
doubt in the Rodney King case was 
King’s fleeing (at 80 mph) instead 
of pulling over, his running from 
his car, and his getting up instead of 
staying on the ground as ordered. 
What happened to Rodney King, 
Nicole Brown Simpson, and Ron 
Goldman were crimes - but crimes 
not proven beyond a reasonable 
doubt to juries ethnically similar to 
the defendants. It’s not possible to 
have it both ways in these cases: ei¬ 
ther all the defendants are slime 
(and guilty) or all are victims of 
bias (and innocent). 

In other words - Yes, sports 
fans, welcome back to the “be 
careful what you ask for, you just 
might get it” zone. America, what 
a country! ▼

urinal, and suddenly had the cuffs 
slapped on. And one name kept 
coming up as the complaining offi¬ 
cer in these 647a arrests: Officer 
Mark Fuhrman. How someone can 
stand there with hard-on in hand - a 
sight that would catch any eye - 
and accuse anyone else of “solicit¬ 
ing” is beyond me. For this he got 
paid? America, what a country! 

When it came out that Fuhrman 
would not testify (and risk peijuring 
himself), my comment was that I 
could live with the rich wife-beater 
getting off in exchange for a lancing 
and draining of the abscess that is 
the Los Angeles Police Department. 
Now I’m not so sure that would be 
the end of the pus and sleaze. 

Contradictory responses 

So what’s a lesbian to think? It 
seems there are two possible pro¬ 
gressive responses, each of which 
contradicts the other. First, as 
women, we should be angry that 

(1) the prosecution couldn’t prove, 
even with DNA evidence, what 
appeared to be a classic case of a 
murderous sore loser ex-husband; 

(2) battered women got yet anoth¬ 
er message that they can be killed 
with virtual impunity; and (3) “to 
O.J.” a woman has become a new 
slang verb used for (supposed) 
comic effect. And I’d be angry if I 
weren’t cynical and disgusted. 

On the other hand, there’s the 
matter of remembering that our 
work for lesbian rights is an inher¬ 
ent part of some kind of pan-mi¬ 
nority coalition.

That perspec¬ 
tive, at least at the popular level, 
was that Simpson was being taken 
down for being a rich and success¬ 
ful black man - that he must walk 
to make up for the Rodney King 
acquittals and to “send a message” 
about racism (in the words of high- 
priced hired gun Johnnie Cochran). 

I dunno, Hoss ... seems to me 
that’s no way to run a criminal jus¬ 
tice system, saying people should 
be found guilty or innocent on the 
basis of how the verdict might af¬ 
fect the social balance instead of

P ress coverage of Romer v. 
Evans - the Amendment 
2 case - was extensive. 
The result was a media 
mix of the good, the bad, and the 

ugly- 

Good, if lackluster, coverage 
was provided by C-SPAN’s Amer¬ 
ica & The Courts series. The pro¬ 
gram’s October 14 broadcast pro¬ 
vided a fair and accurate 
overview of the civil rights con¬ 
test, now pending before the U.S. 
Supreme Court. The program 
properly identified Amendment 2 
as legislation that “bars or repeals 
any state or local laws that would 
protect homosexuals from dis¬ 
crimination.” C-SPAN also pro¬ 
vided viewers with the actual text 
of the amendment, something 
many news outlets have - remark¬ 
ably - failed to do. 

Guests for this edition of 
America & The Courts included 
Jean Dubofsky, lead attorney in 
the case against Amendment 2; 
Tim Tymkovich, Colorado’s So¬ 
licitor General; and Joan 
Biskupic, a Supreme Court re¬ 
porter for The Washington Post. 
Dubofsky pointed out that 
Amendment 2 would “deprive 
gay people of all access to civil 
rights protections in Colorado,” 
while Tymkovich argued that 
Amendment 2 is really a matter of 
a “state’s right” to refuse “special 
protections” to homosexuals. 

Bad coverage of the Amend¬ 
ment 2 case was plentiful, howev¬ 
er. For example, in what the 
Rocky Mountain News touted as 
“A Different Perspective on the 
Amendment 2 Conflict,” associ¬ 
ate editor Clifford D. May wrote; 
“On one side are homosexual ac¬ 
tivists tossing around such pur¬ 
posely provocative and pre¬ 
dictably hyperbolic slogans as 
‘Amendment 2 Kills Queers.’ On 
the other side are religious ac¬ 
tivists who ‘object’ to what other 
people do in bed and think their 
objections should matter to any¬ 
one but themselves.” May goes on 
to champion the self-loathing 
rhetoric of “Log Cabin Republi¬ 
cans” and “conservative homo¬ 
sexuals” who - though they may 
oppose Amendment 2 - still 
“don’t demand that government 
endorse their lifestyle or grant 
them special protections based on 
the fact that they happen to find 
David Hasselhoff prettier than 
Pamela Anderson.” 

May’s editorial hardly reflects 
the “moderate” position he seems 
to admire. Notice that he is inca¬ 
pable of referring to “religious ac¬ 
tivists” as the “homophobic ac¬ 
tivists” they undoubtedly are. 
Moreover, Amendment 2 is hard¬ 
ly a privacy issue and has nothing 
to do with what “people do in 
bed.” Defending the privacy of 
what “people do in bed” is not at 
all a defense of the civil rights for 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, or trans¬ 
gender citizens. It is, simply, the 


veiled rhetoric of homophobes 
like May who “don’t mind” what 
homosexuals do, as long as they 
don’t “flaunt it.” 

Even uglier coverage of 
Amendment 2 can be found in the 
October 23 issue of U.S. News & 
World Report. John Leo - the 
magazine’s columnist “On Soci¬ 
ety” - defended Amendment 2. 
Leo argued: “For the Supreme 
Court to strike down a state con¬ 
stitutional amendment as uncon¬ 
stitutional would come close to 
overriding ordinary democracy.” 
Not surprisingly, Leo - a white, 
heterosexual male with a history 
of homophobic writing - is 
against “victims groups” that de¬ 
mand “customized protections.”

The lesbian, African-Ameri¬ 
can judge on CBS’s Courthouse 
has been all but invisible lately. 
The character and her partner 
have not been featured promi¬ 
nently in recent episodes, and the 
show is reportedly undergoing 
“some revamping.” 

On a positive note, the new 
NBC sitcom The Pursuit of Hap¬ 
piness continues to provide ample 
character space for “Alex,” a gay 
series regular (played by stand-up 
comic Brad Garrett). One recent 
episode gave a twist to a sitcom 
storyline staple. Alex secures a 
“set-up” date to impress his ex¬ 
lover, a construction worker, who 
was attending a party with his 
new boyfriend.

“Gay Today, Straight Tomorrow” 
was the theme for Rivera’s Octo¬ 
ber 18 broadcast, which opened 
with the host asking: “Can homo¬ 
sexuality be cured?” 

To his credit, Rivera’s guests 
included two couples - one gay, 
the other lesbian - who refuted 
the absurd and deeply homopho¬ 
bic notion of “cures.” These cou¬ 
ples were joined by Robert 
Spitzer, a medical doctor who 
played a historic role (in 1973) in 
homosexuality’s removal from 
classification as a “psychiatric 
disorder.” 

However, the bulk of the talk 
show’s chatter was taken up by 
Charles Socarides - the quack 
“doctor” and author of A Freedom 
Too Far , who has made a career 
of spreading homophobic misin¬ 
formation. Joining Socarides’s 
side of this “debate” were various 
self-hating lesbians and gays who 
claimed to have been “cured.” 
Most told lurid and exaggerated 
stories of their promiscuous 
lifestyles before being saved from 
the dread disease of homosexuali¬ 
ty- 

Expectedly, Socarides dredged 
up some very stale “science.” He 
explained that homosexuality fes¬ 
ters in men who are attempting to 
compensate for a lack of child¬ 
hood masculinity; in women, he 
claimed, homosexuality is the re¬ 
sult of bad relationships with 
men. When asked why some ho¬ 
mosexuals seemed to be happy 
despite their “disease,” Socarides 
told the audience that this was due 
to “easy access to partners,” a 
“lack of responsibility in raising 
children,” and “keeping all of 
one’s income to one’s self.” 

In an act of utter negligence, 
the despicable “doctor” also made 
a point of directly addressing chil¬ 
dren in the viewing audience, urg¬ 
ing them to be healthy by choos¬ 
ing heterosexuality. Such impos¬ 
sible advice is tantamount to 
telling young lesbians and gays to 
slash their own wrists. It also 
gives “professional” permission 
to the youthful homophobes who 
commit most of this country’s 
hate crimes, subtly advising them 
to stop the spread of homosexual¬ 
ity by bashing another queer. 

Significantly, Geraldo Rivera 
did not challenge Socarides’ 
claims, but remained conspicu¬ 
ously neutral throughout the 
show. Such neutrality is hardly 
Rivera’s trademark. The passion¬ 
ate host has actually punched - 
and been punched by - guests 
who were as racist as Socarides is 
homophobic. 

Rivera’s deference to homo¬ 
phobia is a classic media bias. 
Homophobes are routinely given 
the “benefit of the doubt.” Homo- 
phobic comments are either ig¬ 
nored or treated as “fair com¬ 
ment” by “good liberals” who - 
like Rivera - seldom display a 
similar tolerance for racist or sex¬ 
ist propaganda. 

Of course, the myth of homo¬ 
sexual “cures” is as old as the 
myth of homosexual “recruit¬ 
ment.” The irony, of course, is 
that few talk shows have yet to 
deal extensively with the dreadful 
heterosexual recruitment that 
gays and lesbians must endure 
every day. Moreover, too few 
talks shows have given significant 
attention to cures for homopho¬ 
bia. , though homophobes are 
being cured - slowly, but daily. 

Insist that Geraldo Rivera 
deal seriously with serious is¬ 
sues, treating homophobia with 
no more deference than racism 
or sexism. Write to Geraldo 
Rivera, The Geraldo Rivera 
Show, 524 West 57th Street, 
New York NY 10019, tel.

We Have Friends in Oakland: 
‘Data Center’ Fundy Watchers

Working out of an unassuming 
office building in Oakland, re¬ 
searcher Bill Berkowitz fights the 
right wing with an army of words 
that can take the wind out of the 
unmitigated lies and half-truths 
that pass as their “family values.” 

“Truth,” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “has nothing to do with 
the public statements, the fundrais¬ 
ing letters, and what gets put out as 
propaganda.” 

In his monthly newsletter. Cul¬ 
ture Watch, published through his 
office at The Data Center, 
Berkowitz seeks to overturn the 
myths perpetrated through the right 
wing media, whether through 
fundraising letters, speeches, or ar¬ 
ticles. In addition to the newsletter. 
The Data Center also has an exten¬ 
sive library that is open to mem¬ 
bers of the public, a project on 
Latin America, and a Third World 
Resources Project. The library, op¬ 
erated by Dan Hodge, “covers 
every social and economic and po¬ 
litical issue you can think of,” said 
Berkowitz, from Clinton’s environ¬ 
mental issues to healthcare in Rich¬ 
mond. 

The center’s research into the 
right-wing assault on civil rights 
based on sexual orientation, he 
said, was actually an outgrowth of 
these early areas of research. Over 
the years Berkowitz, who is 
straight, said he has witnessed ho¬ 
mosexuals emerge as the new bo¬ 
geyman of political and religious 
fundamentalists. “You see them 
using the gay issue as just one in a 
litany of social issues,” he told the 
B.A.R. “Abortion obviously is the 
other.” 

Berkowitz said he and his re¬ 
searchers see the portrayal of gays 
in the pages of their newsletters, 
fundraising letters, and magazines 
as sort of a public enemy number 
one. Two of the more prolific ho¬ 
mophobes he cited were “Dr.” 
Beverly LaHaye, President of Con¬ 
cerned Women of America, and 
“Dr.” James Dobson of Focus on 
the Family. 

But Berkowitz believes the ho¬ 
mophobia of the radical right, how¬ 
ever vocal, is only part of a larger 
and quieter agenda to get their peo¬ 
ple on school boards. The most ex¬ 
pedient route is to build support 
around gay inclusive curriculums, 
attacking such incendiary ideas as 
Gay, Lesbian, & Bisexual History 
Month. Two articles that bear out 
his theories appeared in right-wing 
periodicals: “Not So Hidden Agen¬ 
da” was in the August edition of 
The Citizen, published by Focus on 
the Family in Colorado Springs, 
and that same month an article en¬ 
titled ‘The NEA Proves Itself Ex¬ 
tremists Again” appeared in The 
Phyllis Schlafly Report, attacking 
History Month with the usual bar¬ 
rage of illogical arguments leading 
up to every parent’s nightmare: that 
their child will be under the care of 
some child-craving homosexual 
teacher. 

“I probably look at several hun¬ 
dred publications,” Berkowitz said. 
“They include the daily press, but 
more critically, they include publi¬ 
cations of the right - several dozen 
from the religious right.” He esti¬ 
mated that the periodical section of 
the Data Center’s library has 400 to 
500 mainstream and alternative 
magazine titles. “We have a very 
broad cross-section of publica¬ 
tions. Reading the right’s own 
words is probably the best educa¬ 
tion about what they’re about and 
what they’re up to,” he said. 

Making the research and the 
publications accessible is also im¬ 
portant to The Data Center, in order 
to dispel the notion that research is 
an incomprehensible and difficult 
task, added Berkowitz. Particular

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Gays Join Affirmative 
Action March in Berkeley 


JOIN IN THE FUN AT THE

By 11:35 a.m. Thursday, Octo¬ 
ber 12, 14,000 Berkeley students 
had crammed together like cattle 
in a box car at Telegraph and Du¬ 
rant streets, waiting for Reverend 
Jesse Jackson to speak. Across the 
plaza from Sproul Hall, on top of 
a narrow balcony attached to the 
campus bookstore, idle policemen 
stood next to gawking photogra¬ 
phers and fidgeting cameramen 
angling their news cameras like 
fishing poles. 

The rally was originally called 
to protest the state regents’ recent 
anti-affirmative action actions, but 
had broadened in scope, as shown 
by the demands presented by stu¬ 
dent Anthony Webbington II from 
the stage: not only to rescind the 
vote to remove affirmative action 
from U.C campuses, but also to 
stop the misleadingly named Cali¬ 
fornia Civil Rights Initiative that 
would further dismantle affirma¬ 
tive action; to create a third world 
college; to fund ethnic studies for 
grades K-12; to repeal Proposition 
187; to roll back the current col¬ 
lege fee hikes; and to reform the 
state university system’s regents 
selection process. 

Jackson brought messages of 
hope and caution to the crowd, 
and said, “We must study war no 
more; we must build bridges and 
come together. 

“Beyond color, beyond race, 
there is character - this is what 
makes a nation great.” 

Among the listeners in the 
crowd was a gay Asian U.C. 
Berkeley student who identified 
himself as Maxxine. Acknowledg¬ 
ing that affirmative action does 
not include gays, lesbians, or 
transgenders, Maxxine neverthe¬ 
less told the B.A.R. he felt it was 
important to attend. 

“I think that the queer commu¬ 
nity has to realize that within our 
community we are very diverse, 
and that there are queers of color 
who are part of affirmative action 
because they are queers of color,” 
he said. “Women who are lesbians 
are also part of affirmative action, 
and if we deny affirmative action, 
what are we sending out as a mes¬ 
sage?” 

He said that affirmative action 
cannot be considered separate 
from the gay and lesbian issues. 
“We have to redefine what we 
mean by gay and lesbian issues,” 
he said. “If we are not together, 
then we might as well give up 
fighting for ourselves.” 

A brief clash 

Despite a small number of agi¬ 
tators in the crowd, the students 
remained calm. At 4:00 they 
began enthusiastically marching 
from Sproul Hall, through the 
Telegraph and Bancroft entrance, 
south down Durant Street and 
west onto Shattuck - followed by

throngs of cameramen and pho¬ 
tographers who attempted to stay 
ahead as they made their way to 
Ashby Avenue. 

Students responded to a brief 
clash with police at Seventh and 
Ashby by sitting down and form¬ 
ing a line of student bodies that 
prevented officers from reaching 
other students behind them. Pro¬ 
testers behind the student block¬ 
ade turned and ran partly back 
down Ashby, then turned sharply 
left onto Potter Street. Once on 
Potter, a street parallel to Ashby, 
the protesters barreled forward 
with the intention of re-emerging 
onto the opposite end of Ashby 
behind the police. If not for the 
chain-link fence at the end of Pot¬ 
ter Street, they would have made 
it back to their planned route with¬ 
out any further obstacles blocking 
the path to their objective - pre¬ 
sumably the freeway. 

However, by the time they 
straightened themselves out and 
headed back up Potter Street, they 
met police again at the corner of 
Seventh and Ashby. After 15 min¬ 
utes of reforming their ranks, the 


students headed back up Ashby 
and down San Pablo, as hundreds 
of motorists honked their horns to 
show support. 

Despite the exhausting hours 
of heat and dehydration, student 
leaders did an outstanding job of 
keeping 2,000 people, students 
and non-students, from degenerat¬ 
ing into a frustrated mob. At 7 
p.m. darkness fell on Berkeley. 
The sound of drums, cowbells, 
and clapping hands joyfully greet¬ 
ed the emerging night sky. When 
students formed a circle in the 
middle of Shattuck and University 
ten minutes later, only one indi¬ 
vidual - of thousands of Berkeley 
citizens - objected to the students 
blocking the intersection. 

After a brief pep talk from the* 
student leaders, the protesters rose 
and marched down Shattuck to 
Durant, where they turned back 
towards the campus. Once they 
reached Telegraph and Bancroft, 
they suddenly stopped and began 
dancing and screaming to release 
the frustration and anger that had 
built up during the long, hot, 
march. ▼

Mayor Frank Jordan recently 
took a break from his tough re- 
election campaign to speak with 
the Bay Area Reporter about his 
record on lesbian and gay issues 
and AIDS issues. 

According to his campaign lit¬ 
erature, Jordan has increased total 
funding for the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health in three of the last four 
years. In the current ’95-96 fiscal 
year, the department’s budget of 
$643 million is an increase of $80 
million from 1991. Funding for 
AIDS-related programs and ser¬ 
vices in San Francisco has in¬ 
creased from $45 million in 1992 
to more than $75 million currently, 
an increase of more than 65 per¬ 
cent. Jordan also appointed AIDS 
activist Michael Shriver, who had 
earlier been arrested in Jordan’s 
own office during AIDS protests, 
to the San Francisco Health Com¬ 
mission. 

Jordan has appointed 25 self- 
identified lesbians and gays in all, 
to 20 of the 35 city commissions. 

During his tenure in office, Jor¬ 
dan has also declared a state of 
emergency in San Francisco that 
allowed the city to implement nee¬ 
dle exchange, despite an opinion 
by California Attorney General 
Dan Lungren that the program is il¬ 
legal. Jordan has also approved 
measures that provide condoms to 
students in San Francisco public 
schools as part of the city’s HIV 
prevention efforts. Jordan, a former 
police chief, also unequivocally 
supports efforts to decriminalize 
the use of marijuana for medicinal

purposes. 

“I would hope that there’s a 
consistency that shows that the in¬ 
volvement’s not something that’s 
been hit-or-miss, or for some ulte¬ 
rior motive,” Jordan said. 

‘The lesbian and gay and bisex¬ 
ual community has had difficulties 
along the way in acceptance, 
whether it has been in jobs or op¬ 
portunities or housing or politics: I 
think the consistency has been to 
stand up and do what’s right, as 
these issues have come to the fore¬ 
front.” 

Jordan also referred to another 
1995 mayoral contender, and his 
actions around the time she re¬ 
signed as supervisor to take a post 
in the Clinton administration in 
1993. 

“When Roberta Achtenberg 
left, I spoke on her behalf and sent 
a strong letter back against Jesse 
Helms, who was chastising and 
criticizing and ridiculing her,” he 
said. “I think that helped to get her 
to that Senate subcommittee hear¬ 
ing endorsement to move over to 
HUD. 

“There was a big concern I was 
going to bring in a businessperson, 
a moderate [to replace Achtenberg 
on the board of supervisors], and 
everyone was expecting the 
worst,” Jordan said, “and I brought 
in Susan Leal, who I think has been 
a benefit. 

“My record on lesbian and gay 
issues goes back to my police de¬ 
partment days,” he said. “I recall 
working closely with the Tavern 
Guild and Community United 
Against Violence on hate-related 
crimes, and I created a hate crimes 
unit in the police department.” 

As chief of police, he changed 
the way police reported crimes so 
they would be identified as hate-re¬ 
lated and supported increased hate 
crimes penalties. “And,” he said, “I 
supported needle exchange when I 
was in the police department, when 
I couldn’t get the city government 
to do it: telling people that as long 
as they didn’t flaunt it in front of a 
peace officer that it was an accept¬ 
able practice. And at my first op¬ 
portunity as mayor, I did some¬ 
thing about it; how often does a 
mayor declare a state of emer¬ 
gency? 

“I think you have to stand up 
for what is right, not just what’s po¬ 
litically expedient,” he said. 


It isn’t only his record on gay 
issues that Jordan is proud of. He 
said the way he responds to com¬ 
plaints by critics - that he’s a nice 
guy but a lousy mayor - is to tell 
voters to look to his record. 

“I have stood up in some very 
difficult times, and I am very con¬ 
sistent about what 1 do here,” he 
said. “Sometimes people have 
short memories. 

“I walked into a $300 million 
deficit that was not of my own 


making. I inherited it when I 
walked through that door as mayor 
of San Francisco. I had to do every¬ 
thing I could possibly do - consol¬ 
idate programs, bring in new com¬ 
puter systems to capture revenue 
we were losing, raise taxes with a 
one-year sunset clause - and by the 
time I was through I balanced the 
budget. 

“In my first year as mayor I 
walked into the Rodney King inci¬ 
dent. I set a whole different tone 
here [than in other California met¬ 
ropolitan areas], and declared a 
state of emergency. We didn’t have 
the amount of arson and burning of 
buildings and the death and injuries 
they had in Los Angeles. And we 
had the same thing about to happen 
here.” 

Still, it’s things like that state of 
emergency that Jordan’s critics 
find troubling, as well as his con¬ 
troversial Matrix Program, which 
they say is inhumane in its re¬ 
sponse to San Francisco’s massive 
homeless problem and its impact 
on the life of the city. Jordan says it 
is misunderstood. 

“It’s not a homeless program, 
per se,” he argued. “It deals with 
quality of life and it deals with un¬ 
acceptable behavior patterns [by 
the homeless] on the street. 

“The Matrix program is one 
percent of our homeless plan. We 
are spending $73 million in non¬ 
profit organizations and religious 
organizations for substance abuse 
and mental health and all kinds of 
shelters and homeless hotels. That 
has nothing to do with Matrix. 
What Matrix does is deal with be¬ 
havior patterns of unacceptable 
conduct like aggressive panhan¬ 
dling. 

“I want to say very strongly that 
it is not a crime to be homeless. 
There should be sensitivity and 
compassion to people who are le¬ 
gitimately homeless. You can look 
like an unmade bed on the streets 
of San Francisco and you can pan¬ 
handle - as long as you don’t ag¬ 
gressively panhandle. 

“When you obstruct and intimi¬ 
date and trespass or sell drugs 
under the guise of being homeless, 
you assault someone, that’s a be¬ 
havioral pattern and that’s unac¬ 
ceptable,” Jordan said. “I say the 
Matrix program is here to stay, but 
it is not an anti-homeless program. 
I have a responsibility for public 
safety, and I have to find a balance 
there.” 

Jordan stressed that social 
workers and community outreach 
workers work with homeless peo¬ 
ple affected by Matrix “to make 
sure they are offered shelter and 
other basic needs - including a 
check, if that’s what it takes.” 

A United Nations here 

Jordan told the B.A.R. that de¬ 
spite several high profile cases of 
alleged police misconduct, includ-

Long time San Francisco gay 
Catholic and AIDS activist Wayne 
April was honored with an Out¬ 
standing Caregiver Award Sun¬ 
day, October 22 by the Family 
AIDS Network, a foundation 
started by artist and AIDS activist 
Mary Fisher. 

Winnie Tran, a Vietnamese 
refugee of Chinese descent who 
arrived in the United States in 
1980 with no job skills and little 
English, was also honored. She 
became an AIDS advocate and ac¬ 
tivist after her late husband was 
initially diagnosed with AIDS in 
1987. 

The pair are among eight na¬ 
tional winners, chosen from more 
than 100 nominations, by a na¬ 
tional panel of AIDS experts. 

April has been active in Digni¬ 
ty, a national group of gay Roman 
Catholics, since 1984, chairing the 
SF/Dignity AIDS support group 
and co-chairing the Dignity/ USA 
National AIDS Project from 1988- 


1992. 

April is also the founder and 
director of the Richard M. Cohen 
residence, a home for people with 
AIDS that fills the gaps between 
independent living and hospice 
care. 

Each award is accompanied 
with a $15,000 grant, which goes 
to the nominating organization. 

April was cited for his “signif¬ 
icant contribution to caregiving 
and his efforts to achieve systemic 
change.” 

According to FAN, 
Dignity/USA will use its grant to 
sponsor seven regional retreats for 
caregivers’ rest, renewal, and spir¬ 
itual support. 

Tran’s award goes to GAPA 
Community HIV Project, where 
she is a case worker. The agency 
will use its grant to establish a 
multi lingual, multi-cultural pro¬ 
gram of respite and relief, includ¬ 
ing a support group for female 
partners of HIV-positive men, 
who are often isolated for reasons

Authorities Seek Identity of 
Russian River Murder Victim 


by John De Salvio 

The Sonoma County Sheriff’s 
Department is seeking information 
related to a shooting victim whose 
badly decomposed body was found 
Wednesday, October 18 near Monte 
Rio. 

“We have checked this victim 
with known missing persons and 
have ruled them out,” said Lieu¬ 
tenant Mike Brown of the Violent 
Crimes Investigation Bureau. 

The body was found by hikers 
walking their dogs in a remote area 
off Duncan Road known as “Mo¬ 
torcycle Mountain.” 

According to investigators, the 
body had multiple gunshot wounds 
to the upper torso. A preliminary 
autopsy could not determine the 
sex, age, or race of the victim, who 
may have been dead for up to three 
months. 

The victim was approximately 
5’5” to 5’6” tall, and slender to 
medium in build. Clothing consist¬ 
ed of a white V-neck short-sleeve T- 
shirt of unknown size; blue jeans 
with a small brown leather label on 


the right rear pocket with the word 
“sports” on it; about a 33-inch waist 
and 27- or 28-inch inseam; a brown 
leather belt about 33-inch waist 
size, 1-1/2-inch wide with designs 
on it including a rising sun, moun¬ 
tains, and an eagle, with a standard 
gray or silver metal buckle; and 
green boxer shorts, unknown size. 

The body wore no socks or shoes. 

On the left wrist was a man’s 
Aquatech wristwatch, black plastic 
with a black plastic band. Also 
found was a metal “epileptic” alert 
pendant about an inch long and 3/8- 
inches wide, with no chain. 

Clipped onto the belt with a sil¬ 
ver-colored metal clip was a folded 


knife with 4-inch orange plastic 
handle and a curved 3-inch blade. A 
can of Copenhagen snuff was found 
in the right rear pocket. 

The victim had a full bridge of 
upper false teeth, and a healed frac¬ 
ture of the lower left leg. 

“We need all the help we can 
get,” said Brown. 

Anyone who may know any¬ 
thing related to the person’s identi¬ 
ty or circumstances surrounding the 
death are asked to notify Sheriff’s

one year after he disappeared fol¬ 
lowing a work-related Silicon Val¬ 
ley sales presentation. 

Although the family of 
Stephen J. Bolema, 46, posted a 
$30,000 reward for information 
that would resolve his mysterious 
disappearance on October 14, 
1994, no leads were ever devel¬ 
oped in the case. 

“I can say that the family be¬ 
lieves their son was murdered. I 
personally believe that there was 
foul play connected to Stephen’s 
disappearance, and do not believe 
he is alive,” said attorney Blair 
Griffith. 

The reward was posted by 
Bolema’s family and Ricoh Cor¬ 
poration, the Silicon Valley elec¬ 
tronics firm that employed him. 

The day after Bolema disap¬ 
peared, his black 1988 Mustang 
was discovered outside a locked 
gate off Highway 9 near the San 
Mateo-Santa Cruz County border. 

No leads were ever developed, 
and the Santa Cruz Sheriff deter¬ 
mined that no evidence of foul 
play existed - although cigarette 
ashes were found in the car’s ash¬ 
tray and Bolema was a non-smok¬ 
er. According to news reports, a 
gun holster and “erotic” magazine 
were found near where the car 
was located. 

Griffith told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the family has retained 
a private investigator to retrace 
police steps and conduct a search 
for Bolema’s body in the area 
where his car was discovered. 

A memorial service for Bole¬ 
ma was held at West Valley Pres¬ 
byterian Church in Cupertino, 
California on October 14. ▼

7-Eleven Killing Suspect’s 
Roommate: Juan Is Innocent!

Juan Gallardo, a 21-year-old 
Mexican national currently held at 
the Hall of Justice on murder 
charges stemming from the stab¬ 
bing death of a gay Castro district 
man October 6, now faces depor¬ 
tation - whether or not he is con¬ 
victed of murder - the Bay Area 
Reporter has learned. 

Gallardo had an illegal green 
card and a false social security 
number when he was arrested for 
the crime, according to his friend 
Tony Mento, and has been in¬ 
formed he will be deported for the 
immigration fraud. 

Gallardo, a heterosexual male, 
was charged with stabbing Izobel 
Anzaldo in an altercation while 
the two were parked in Anzaldo’s 
truck in front of the 18th and Noe 
Street 7-Eleven convenience 
store. Police had charged Gallardo 
with the crime immediately after 
the stabbing, but then released 
him pending further investigation 
before they rebooked him Tues¬ 
day, October 10. 

According to Mento, Gallar¬ 
do’s gay roommate, the 37-year- 
old “extremely obese” murder vic¬ 
tim met the suspect at a bar at 29th 
and Mission streets, where Gallar¬ 
do had fled after an argument with 
his girlfriend. 

Mento said that Gallardo told 
police - and continues to maintain 
- that Anzaldo approached him in 
the bar around closing time and 
suggested that the pair continue 
the party at Anzaldo’s Castro area 
home. 

“At about 4:30, Juan told him 
that he had to leave [Anzaldo’s 
residence] and go home, and [An¬ 
zaldo] said that he would drive 
him home,” Mento told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 


Once in the car, according to 
Mento, Anzaldo allegedly asked 
Gallardo for sex and an argument 
ensued after Gallardo declined 
and told the murder victim he was 
heterosexual. 

Anzaldo allegedly persisted in 
his advances, and then allegedly 
pulled a knife from under the seat 
of the pick-up. 

“Juan said that he tried to get 
out of the truck, but said that the 
guy jabbed him with the knife,” 
Mento said. 

Self-defense - 
or self-serving? 

Mento told the B.A.R. the pair 
struggled, and Gallardo got hold of 
the knife, but during the struggle 
they fell between the front seat and 
the vehicle’s dash. Gallardo claims 
he held the knife away from him¬ 
self, Mento said, and Anzaldo im¬ 
paled himself on the knife when he 
landed on top of Gallardo. 

“When he pushed the guy 
away and he fell back, the knife 
was in him,” Mento said, “and 
Juan went into the 7-Eleven and 


had the cashier call 911 and wait¬ 
ed for the police.” 

Veteran San Francisco homi¬ 
cide inspector Napoleon Hendrix 
dismissed Gallardo’s explanation 
of the facts as “self-serving” and 
said the facts of the investigation 
are inconsistent with manslaugh¬ 
ter. 

“We haven’t stopped our in¬ 
vestigation,” Hendrix told the Bay 
Area Reporter. He also said “a 
semi-eyewitness saw some of ac¬ 
tion in the car,” but declined to 
elaborate on his theory about the 
circumstances that led to Anzal¬ 
do’s death. 

Gallardo, who entered a plea of 
not guilty, was set to appear on the 
charges at a preliminary hearing 
Wednesday, October 25 in Superi¬ 
or Court. He is represented by the 
San Francisco Public Defender’s 
office. 

“His public defender said that 
they will try to have it charged as 
section 197, involuntary man¬ 
slaughter; self-defense,” Mento 
said. 

“Juan wouldn’t hurt a fly.” ▼ 
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Convicted Murderer Now Says 
’74 Victim Was His Gay Lover

The parole hearing for the 
killer of a young San Francisco 
man in a grisly 1974 murder has 
been postponed until Wednesday, 
November 15 by the state parole 
board. 

Angelo Pavageau murdered 
Frank Carlson, and sexually as¬ 
saulted and tortured Carlson’s 
wife Annette, after he broke into 
the San Francisco couple’s resi¬ 
dence. Finding little cash, he tied 
them both up and proceeded to 
beat Carlson to death with a ham¬ 
mer in front of Annette. 

Pavageau also raped Annette, 
tried to strangle her to death, and 
slit her wrists, then poured 
kerosene around the victims and 
attempted to set them on fire, ac¬ 
cording to reports. 

At his trial, Pavageau claimed 
that he never knew Frank or An¬ 
nette Carlson, who were both 24, 
but he has since changed his story. 

At a recent parole hearing 
Pavageau claimed he had actually 
been Carlson’s gay lover, and that 
he killed the young man in a rage 
when Carlson invited him over 
and tried to break up with him. 

Pavageau received the death 
penalty and 54 years for the crime, 
but the sentence was reduced to 
life in prison when the state 
Supreme Court abolished the 
death penalty. 

Carlson’s mother is the co¬ 
founder of Justice For Murder 
Victims, a state support and lob¬ 
bying effort that successfully 


sought to have the frequency of 
parole hearings accorded prison¬ 
ers reduced to every two years 
from every year. She also works 
for California State Senator Tom 
Lantos, who has authored a leg¬ 


islative measure to extend the pe¬ 
riod from two years to five years. 

Carlson’s appearance before 
the parole board will be her tenth 
to testify why Pavageau should be 
denied parole. ▼

Achtenberg Addresses AIDS

Lesbian mayoral candidate 
Roberta Achtenberg released a 
ten-point AIDS prevention and 
care plan Tuesday, October 24, 
calling for an AIDS quality assur¬ 
ance audit of the city’s Health 
Maintenance Organizations. 

The investigation, which 
would also scrutinize other man¬ 
aged care providers, would deter¬ 
mine the quality of AIDS services 
the health care groups provide to 
patients. 

Achtenberg said that if the in¬ 
vestigation found an inadequate 
standard of care, she would use 
the power of the mayor’s office to 
intervene by preventing those 
HMOs from providing services to 
the city. 

“I promise you that as mayor I 
will work every single day to 
combat this epidemic,” Achten¬ 
berg said in a press statement. 

Achtenberg’s plan also cited 
her support of community evalua¬ 
tion and review of government 
and community services to people

with AIDS and HIV; a yearly HIV 
Planning Council convocation 
that would address the state of the 
epidemic and gaps in services, as 
well as review and streamline the 
process of awarding funds; and in¬ 


creased treatment research and ac¬ 
cess. 

Achtenberg’s plan also criti¬ 
cized the current AIDS programs 
for “failing to provide timely 
AIDS information to many citi¬ 
zens, including those people from 
communities of color, women, 
and youth.” 

Before Tuesday Achtenberg 
had come under fire from AIDS 
and gay activists for failing to 
publish position papers on AIDS 
issues and gay and lesbian issues. 
“This is a fine document,” activist 
Michael Petrelis told the B.A.R. 
after the press conference, “but 
I’m still waiting for gay position 
papers.” 

Sari Staver, a volunteer with 
the Achtenberg campaign, told the 
B.A.R. that no gay and lesbian po¬ 
sition paper has yet been complet¬ 
ed.

Dallas researchers said 
Wednesday, October 18 they have 
come up with a simple way to pro¬ 
duce genomic vaccines to prevent 
diseases caused by viruses'or bac¬ 
teria. 

A genomic vaccine, made by 
cutting up DNA from an invading 
microbe, protected a mouse from 
a tuberculosis-like disease, re¬ 
searchers said in the British jour¬ 
nal Nature. 

“Genetic immunization is 
going to be a revolution in vac¬ 
cines, and now we’ve taken it to 
another level - genomic vaccina¬ 
tion,” Dr. Stephen Johnston, pro¬ 
fessor of internal medicine and 
biochemistry at the University of 
Texas Southwestern Medical Cen¬ 
ter, said in an interview. 

“We found a way to systemati¬ 
cally make vaccines for any 
pathogen possible. This has impli¬ 
cations for many pathogens that 
kill millions such as tuberculosis, 
malaria, parasitic diseases - and 
even viral diseases like HIV.” 

In the study, researchers cut up 
the genome of mycoplasma, 
which causes a tuberculosis-like 
disease, into small bits and shot 
them into the mouse skin cells. 
Each bit of mycoplasma DNA 
made a mycoplasma protein, 
which produced an immune re¬ 
sponse in each mouse, protecting 
the mouse from the disease. 

“This genomic vaccine fools 
the immune system into thinking 
it has been infected by the real 
pathogen,” Johnston said. “Protec¬ 
tion is produced without risk of in¬ 
fection, and it may be more effec¬ 
tive than conventional vaccines.” 

While conventional vaccines 


have been able to eradicate polio 
and prevent diseases such as 
measles, mumps, and rubella, they 
have disadvantages. 

Because weakened pathogens 
are injected, there is a risk of de¬ 
veloping the disease. In 1955, for 
example, people given the new 
polio vaccine contracted polio 
from the immunization. Conven¬ 
tional vaccines are also fairly cost¬ 
ly to produce and require cold 
storage, making them unavailable 
to developing countries where 
they are often needed most. 

“Vaccines are the most cost-ef¬ 
fective way to save human lives, 
but we don’t have them for most 
major diseases in the world,” 
Johnston said. 

Johnston earlier had developed 
a “gene gun,” which showed that 
genes as naked DNA could immu¬ 
nize. The gene gun requires iden¬ 
tifying the precise gene that could 
provide immunity. His new ge¬ 
nomic approach does not require 
isolating the specific gene; only 
the complete genome structure 
must be found, a much simpler 
task. 

“It’s all pretty simple,” John¬ 
ston said. “We’d been working on 
genetic vaccines for five years be¬ 
fore it dawned on us. It came to 
me in a flash, and we started 
working on it the next day.” 

He tapped into robotics tech¬ 
nology developed by UT South¬ 
western researchers to make the 
mycoplasma vaccine quickly. 

“We’re talking months to de¬ 
velop a vaccine, whereas people 
have been working for years try¬ 
ing to get vaccines - 12 years for 
HIV,” he said. 

The high-speed technology is 
important in confronting the 
growing number of emerging in¬

Jones stressed that victims need 
to come forward and press charges 
if they are attacked and, if possible, 
to retain identifying pieces of in¬ 
formation like vehicle license 
plates. 

Caution really needs to be the 
watchword in gay- and lesbian- 
identified areas, he said.

TAYLOR PHELPS 


June 27, 1954 - October 14, 1995 

Taylor passed away peacefully in the company of his family and friends on Saturday, October 14th. Taylor had an innate 
ability to reach into the hearts and souls of all he knew. He is remembered by those who love him as a man of vision, who 
embraced life fully and enriched the lives of those around him. His lust for life knew no bounds, he was a master at all he 
attempted, whether it was working at his company or producing a large scale party or event, working on his farm, building 
his cottage in Canada or llama backpacking with his closest friends. He managed to make everything he did entertaining 
and a special occasion. He was a mentor and an inspiration to many and will be loved and remembered by all. 

Taylor’s affection for farming and raising animals began at an early age in his family’s backyard in the city of Pasadena 
where he spent his youth. In the early 1970’s he moved to northern California where he worked as a manager in the rock 
and roll industry. His involvement in the production of The Band’s “The Last Waltz” introduced him to the world of 
television and video production. Taylor was instrumental in creating and managing One Pass Film & Video, Inc. from 
1976 to 1986 and is recognized for pioneering creative, state of the art video technology in the Bay Area. Taylor’s business 
sense and strategic vision were critical to his company’s success, it was his ability to recognize and nurture creative talent 
that set him apart as one of the great leaders in the television and film production industry. 

Taylor settled in the Bay Area in 1975, and. although he always raised chickens, enjoyed agriculture and his antique farm 
equipment, it was not until 1988 that he became a full time rancher, having discovered his love for llamas while filming them 
in a television commercial. Along with the help of his partner. Gary, he quickly became a charismatic, driving force within 
the llama community. 

Taylor’s compassion, generosity, and sparkling wit reached far and wide and he devoted countless hours to supporting 
causes that touched his heart. Among his friends in the gay community, Taylor will be remembered for being a strong sup¬ 
porter of independent gay filmmaking, for his fundraising effort which benefitted the SF AIDS Foundation and the 
American Cancer Society and for pulling the Hamburger Mary’s float in the Gay Parade with his antique firetruck. 

Taylor is survived by his beloved partner of 19 years, Gary Sanders; his father. Mason Phelps; his mother, Peggy Phelps; his 
brother, Mason Phelps, Jr.; his sister, Evans Davidson and her three children, Miles, Erin, and Megan Michelson; and his 
many animals. 

A park bench will be placed in honor of Taylor in the AIDS Memorial Grove of Golden Gate Park, San Francisco. Tax 
deductible donations can be made to the AIDS Memorial Grove / Taylor Phelps / c/o Linda Rich, 201 South Lake Ave. #408, 
Pasadena, Ca 91101.

could be passed. To send a gay 
rights bill to certain death in such 
circumstances seems a question¬ 
able tactic. 

Given that the bill can’t pass, I 
don’t see what benefit we’re ex¬ 
pected to get from the failed at¬ 
tempt. Perhaps Clinton thinks 
that the resulting polarization of 
rhetoric will benefit him in the 
coming election (though Dole has 
obviously drawn the opposite 
conclusion). 

If so, it’s a manipulative strat¬ 
egy. It’s also risky - for us. With 
a half-dozen desperate Republi¬ 
can candidates spewing homo¬ 
phobia at full blast, we can ex¬ 
pect a rise in queer bashing com¬ 
parable to that seen at the height 
of the “gays in the military” flap. 
The solid rejection of reform, as 
with the military ban, will lead 
the homophobic Neanderthals to 
conclude it’s “open season” on 
queers. 

If Clinton wanted to do us a 
favor, there are any number of 
obvious things he could give us, 
many of which we asked for. I 
haven’t heard anybody in the 
community calling for a federal 
law, which goes to show how far 
Clinton’s conception of what we 
need differs from our genuine 
concerns. Here he offers us some¬ 
thing he can’t hope to deliver and 
which wouldn’t do that much for 
us anyway, while ignoring many 
pressing requests for assistance 
he could easily grant. 

Up the creek 

For example, a delegation of 
gay “leaders” met recently with 
Clinton and asked him to send a 
supporting brief to the Supreme 
Court on the Colorado Amend¬ 
ment 2 case currently before it. 
He not only refused, but they 
were greeted by guards wearing 
rubber gloves. 

Also, there’s the whole gays 
in the military issue. If he really 
wanted to help us, all he had to do 
was instruct the attorney general 
to stop appealing the cases the 
Army loses against queer soldiers 
- which have currently reached 
the Supreme Court. He could 
simply let the court decisions 
stand, and go and tell the Army, 
“Gee, I’m sorry, but the courts 
say the gay ban is unconstitution¬ 
al.” 

However, instead of going for 
the quiet, elegant solution, Clin¬ 
ton opted for a big, dramatic, 
bombastic attack on the ban. It 
blew up in his face, but we paid 
the price in the resulting reaction. 

Now we have an instant re¬ 
play. Our community has been 
dragged, unwilling, into an un¬ 
equal struggle by our foolish 
ally, and we will no doubt again 
be left to lick our wounds when 
the inevitable defeat rolls 
around. 

The real tragedy in all this is 
that the Log Cabin Club and Bill 
Clinton are divided by party 
lines. It seems a shame, for they 
certainly seem made for each 
other. Between the two of them. 
I’m sure they could manage to 
lose any election anywhere, no 
matter how strong a lead they 
started off with. 

But with Clinton on one side 
and the Log Cabin Club on the 
other, it’s hard to say who will 
end further up the creek. This 
makes it a more even and there¬ 
fore more interesting race. 

In the meantime, let’s hear it 
for the Log Cabin Club, who 
more than any other single group 
have contributed to Dole’s ulti¬ 
mate defeat. And it wouldn’t sur¬ 
prise me if Clinton goes down in 
history as the single person 
who’s done the most to hurt gay 
rights in this century. Truly, with 
friends like these, who needs en¬

18 t used to be that the mere 
existence of the Log Cabin 
Club gay Republicans (or 
the “Uncle Tom’s Cabin gay 
Republicans,” as my boyfriend 
calls them) irritated me. I felt that 
the generous coverage they got in 
the press reflected the main¬ 
stream’s fascination with Uncle 
Toms in general (i.e., black con¬ 
servatives, anti-feminist women, 
etc.) rather than their inherent 
newsworthiness. The recent tor¬ 
tuous gyrations of the Dole cam¬ 
paign, induced by a $1,000 dona¬ 
tion from Log Cabin, has com¬ 
pletely turned me around on the 
topic. I could kiss those guys!

What a masterpiece of shoot¬ 
ing yourself in the foot. The Dole 
campaign first solicited money 
from the Cabinites. It then took 
and cashed the check for a grand. 
Then a gay journalist told them 
she was going to write about the 
donation, and they freaked out 
and returned the money. Dole’s 
main challenger for the Republi¬ 
can nomination. Senator Gramm, 
was heavily involved in an anti¬ 
gay crusade in Iowa, a key early 
caucus state. Dole’s handlers felt 
he couldn’t afford any appear¬ 
ance of weakness on the issue. 

The resultant flap had the un¬ 
usual effect of pissing off every¬ 
one all along the political spec¬ 
trum. The Christian right sneered 
at it as opportunism; the Cab¬ 
inites bitterly denounced it as ho-

mophobia; and the moderates 
smarted at the hypocrisy dis¬ 
played. The net result of the triv¬ 
ial donation was an immense loss 
of face for both Dole and the Log 
Cabin Club. 

To the amazement of the pols. 
Dole recently revisited the whole 
mess, which common sense says 
he should have just tried to move 
away from. He said that he 
thought his campaign staff made 
a mistake when they returned the 
money, which they did without 
asking him. He also modified his 
stand that “he doesn’t take money 
from people whose platforms he 
doesn’t endorse;” now he says 
the money was returned to pro¬ 
tect his reputation. 

This, of course, has only 
thrown gasoline on the fire. His 
campaign staff is livid at being 
made scapegoats and second- 
guessed by Dole. The reactionar¬ 
ies point out how fast Dole 
flopped away from his newfound 
conservatism. The moderates are 
aghast at Dole’s wavering and 
micro-managing. The Log Cab¬ 
inites aren’t particularly ap¬ 
peased, either. The whole mess 
shows no sign of clearing up and 
has become a running sore on the 
campaign. 

Me, I’m sitting at home rock¬ 
ing with laughter as I read the 
paper, which is all too unusual. 
“You shot him in one knee, now 
shoot him in the other,” I howled. 
“Call a press conference and give 
him another grand - let’s see 
what he does!” Would he refuse it 
again? Accept it this time? He’s 
screwed no matter what he does. 
It’s a lose-lose situation his Log 
Cabin allies have given him. His 
campaign is beginning to take on 
the doomed-by-fate look of 
Bush’s right after the famous 
sushi-puking episode. 

Open season 

Well might the Dole campaign 
managers - especially those pub¬ 
licly chastised by the candidate - 
ponder the ancient paradox: 
“With friends like these, who 
needs enemies?” 

Unfortunately, Dole isn’t the 
only one with allies who will 
bury him. Dole has the Log Cabin 
Club; the gay community has Bill 
Clinton. His recent announce¬ 
ment of support for a federal gay 
rights bill left me stunned and 
afraid. There is little doubt that 
this “help” will be as good for us 
as his “help” on gays in the mili¬ 
tary, which unleashed a national 
wave of violent homophobia. 

First of all, nobody but no¬ 
body gives this bill a snowball’s 
chance in hell of passing. The

A cancer drug for HIV

Dr. Larry Mole has put his 
background in biochemistry to use 
as coordinator of the AIDS Re¬ 
search Center at the VA Hospital 
in Palo Alto. His early work was 
in malaria laboratory research, 
after which he attended pharmacy 
school at UCSF, and later did a 
residency at the VA Hospital in 
Palo Alto. He then began work at 
the HIV clinic at the VA in Palb 
Alto and now coordinates the HIV 
clinical trials there. 

Here he speaks about one of 
the more promising AIDS thera¬ 
pies on the horizon. 

MS - You have recently been 
doing clinical trials at the VA on 
the cancer drug hydroxyurea for 
HIV. Could you share with us 
some of the background of the 
drug and how it was discovered as 
a possible therapy for AIDS? 

LM - Hydroxyurea has been 
around for 30 years. At that time it 
was used alone and in combina¬ 
tion to effectively treat certain 
types of cancer. Roughly eight to 
ten years ago work was done look¬ 
ing at the drug in sickle cell ane¬ 
mia. With respect to HIV, in the 
normal mass screening that the 
NIH and drug companies do, hy¬ 
droxyurea was found to affect the 
growth of HIV in the test tube. A 
few additional investigators have 
shown us that you can limit the 
growth of HIV in the test tube 
with hydroxyurea, and that dis¬ 
covery led to pursuing clinical tri¬ 
als. 

This drug works differently 
from current antivirals used in 
AIDS. Can you describe how it is 
different? 

When HIV infects a cell it goes 
through a couple of steps before 
its own genetic material becomes 
part of ours, one of those steps is 
when the reverse transcriptase en¬ 
zyme is involved. When the virus 
is reproduced, it is copied like a 
photocopy machine. We think hy¬ 
droxyurea may work in that inside 
of the cell we need certain pieces 
of our genetic material building 
blocks called nucleotides. 

You can equate nucleotides to 
copy fluid in a copy machine so 
that if they are low, the cell may 
not be able to copy new viruses or 
complete new cells. Indeed it can 
affect the growth of HIV but may 
also be at the expense of cells in 
the body. 

The major problem with cur¬ 
rent antivirals in HIV is that they 
become resistant due to HIV muta¬ 
tions. Does hydroxyurea - like 
AZT, ddl, and ddC - become inef-

fective over time ? 

What is different about hy¬ 
droxyurea is that it’s affecting nu¬ 
cleotides, the building blocks of 
the virus in our cells. The way the 
body could overcome this would 
be to produce more of these build¬ 
ing blocks so that even if hydrox¬ 
yurea were there, the body could 
overpower it. It’s not an issue of 
resistance, it’s that the body is able 
to overcome what is there. The 
virus is not resistant, but the body 
resists. Pulsing dosages or modifi¬ 
cation of how the drug works may 
be a more effective way to use the 
drug. The other question we have 
is, by having hydroxyurea around 
are we able to prevent resistance 
to ddl or other drugs that may be 
used in combination? 

It sounds like more studies 
need to be done to answer your 
questions. What is planned for the 
future of hydroxyurea ? 

Our first study answered some 
questions and we want to move 
on. We know that when hydrox¬ 
yurea is used alone, half the peo¬ 
ple can tolerate the drug. We saw 
side effects, we saw that it did de¬ 
crease the viral load, but at a cost: 
it lowered t-cells and other hemat- 
alogic parameters. The next stud¬ 
ies are designed to figure out how 
hydroxyurea works, and what the 
combination of ddl and hydrox¬ 
yurea does over a long period of 
time. It will be a small cohort due 
to financial restraints. Bristol- 
Myers, the company that makes 
both ddl and hydroxyurea, says 
that they have five or six groups 
applying for INDs [investigational 
new drug status] for studying hy¬ 
droxyurea and ddls. Before sum¬ 
mer of next year there will be four 
or five hundred people scattered 
across the U.S. in hydroxyurea tri¬ 
als, and I think that will be help¬ 
ful. 

What are your concerns in peo¬ 
ple with AIDS using this drug off- 
label? 

I would not use the drug alone;

it should be used in combination. 
The dose we have most experi¬ 
ence with is 500 mg. twice a day, 
and I think that anyone on any 
medication that can cause bone 
marrow suppression should be ex¬ 
tremely careful about using hy¬ 
droxyurea with these drugs. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate has al¬ 
ways encouraged combination 
studies. Why not look at hydrox¬ 
yurea in combination with ddl and 
a protease inhibitor? 

I think that makes complete 
sense. What we’re going to find is 
that with the drug companies 
merging, we’re going to see a lot 
of triple drug studies. Up to this 
point we’ve had only two viral tar¬ 
gets for therapy, reverse transcrip¬ 
tase inhibitors and protease in¬ 
hibitors. Hydroxyurea or drugs 
like it may give us a third antiviral 
target. 

For years AIDS activists have 
been urging pharmaceuticals to 
look on their shelves for old drugs 
that may be effective for AIDS. Are 
there any hydroxyurea-like drugs 
that are gathering dust that may 
be safer or more effective for 
HIV? 

A lot of companies skip over 
drugs that may cause harm and 
may not be a priority financially. I 
think in the future companies will 
go back and ask if the drug is 
structurally similar ... does it 
work? These drugs are around, it’s 
just a massive project to screen 
and study them. The drug compa¬ 
nies do have financial incentives 
to get medications out there, and I 
believe they will. T

“This is wrong.” 

The letter was sent to Senator 
Edward Kennedy, D-Massachu- 
setts, who introduced ENDA in the 
Senate with moderate Republican 
Senator Jim Jeffords of Vermont. 
Kennedy’s House colleague, openly 
gay Representative Gerry Studds, 
D-Massachusetts, introduced a sim¬ 
ilar House bill to outlaw discrimina¬ 
tion against gays and lesbians. 

“This is the first time a sitting 
president has endorsed a major 
piece of lesbian and gay equal 
rights legislation,” said David 
Smith of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign. “It’s incredibly positive.” 

It also ensures that gay rights 
remains an issue in the presidential 
politics.The president said the pro¬ 


posal avoids preferential treatment 
for homosexuals or establishing 
quotas, which Dole has challenged 
in connection with affirmative ac¬ 
tion programs to address racial dis¬ 
crimination. 

He also said it contains exemp¬ 
tions for small business and the 
Armed Forces, which would avoid 
a .replay of his battle shortly after 
taking office over the military’s ex¬ 
clusion of gays and lesbians. 

And it exempts religious orga¬ 
nizations, including schools and 
other facilities controlled by reli¬ 
gious groups, an “essential provi¬ 
sion” that Clinton said “respects 
the deeply-held religious beliefs of 
many Americans.” 

“The Employment Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act is designed to 
protect the rights of all Americans 
to participate in the job market 
without unfair discrimination. I 


support it.” 

Kennedy welcomed Clinton’s 
endorsement as another step for¬ 
ward in a campaign he has waged 
for years to include sexual orienta¬ 
tion in federal laws banning dis¬ 
crimination based on gender, race, 
religion, national origin, age, or 
disability. 

“Establishing these essential 
protections was not easy or quick. 
But they have stood the test of 
time, and they have made us a bet¬ 
ter and stronger nation,” Kennedy 
said. 

“Hopefully,” Clinton’s lesbian 
and gay liaison Marsha Scott said, 
“the president’s endorsement will 
bring heightened awareness of the 
serious problem this legislation ad¬ 
dresses. 

“Working together we can 
make the passage of ENDA a real¬ 
ity.” V

ing last New Year’s 938 Harrison 
Street raid, he does not believe the 
San Francisco Police Department 
is out of control. 

“I think there’s a general per¬ 
ception around the country now 
because of what’s happened in Los 
Angeles: the Rodney King incident 
and that outrageous beating, and 
now this latest issue of Mark 
Fuhrman and his testimony in the 
O.J. trial,” he said. “You have a 
tendency to compare departments 
and say, ‘My God, what’s wrong 
with our screening and our pro¬ 
cessing and our training and sensi¬ 
tivity and recruitment?”’ 

However, the mayor said, he is 
proud that the police force in San 
Francisco recognizes that, as he put 
it, “We have a United Nations 
here.” 

“You must be able to treat peo¬ 


ple with sensitivity and compas¬ 
sion,” he said, “but also in a no- 
nonsense law enforcement way 
when the situation calls for it.” As 
the former chief, he believes psy¬ 
chological screening and testing 
and sensitivity training are impor¬ 
tant for law enforcement officers, 
and when misconduct issues arise, 
they must be addressed. 

And, he said, despite mis-char- 
acterizations, he does support the 
Office of Citizen Complaints, al¬ 
though he expressed concern about 
the creation of another city bureau¬ 
cracy in an effort to effectively re¬ 
spond to law enforcement disci¬ 
pline issues. 

Jordan also said Chief of Police 
Tony Ribera is entitled to due 
process on charges of sexual ha¬ 
rassment filed against him by a for¬ 
mer policewoman, and when asked 
if he retained confidence in Ribera, 
he pointed to the chiefs record. 

“His strengths are street crime 
fighting, and he holds the district 


captain responsible,” Jordan said. 
“Let me put it this way. Anthony 
Ribera has done what I’ve asked 
him to do. Crime is down 21 per¬ 
cent; he is working with Task 
Force officers and Community Po¬ 
lice On Patrol; he has a Domestic 
Violence response team in place; 
he has a gang activity team work¬ 
ing.” 

Precincts, not polls 

As the race enters its home 
stretch Jordan says he’s not paying 
particular attention to the polls or 
the criticism of other candidates. 

“We’re not dealing as much 
with the polls as I am the 
precincts,” he told the B.A.R. “I 
know exactly what we need to do 
and where to stay focused. I know 
where our strengths are and where 
we need to shore up. 

“I realize we’re doing well, and 
I am not going to slow down in any 
way, shape, or form - because it’s 
going to be a close race.” T

flf “alternative” music tour. The movie apparently went over big with the 
W “ pierced and tattooed cineastes there, no surprise considering the film’s 

plentiful sex, cartoonish gore and soundtrack filled with teen-pleasin’ bands like Nine 
Inch Nails. 

Director Gregg Araki probably thought he was fucking with these teens’ minds, for The 
Doom Generation, the second film in the director’s “Teenage Apocalypse” trilogy (the first 
being last year’s Totally F***ed Up), wants very much to be subversive. But I’ve got news 
for Araki: a gay director who makes a movie with lots of unsexy straight sex isn’t subver¬ 
sive. Nor is a director who fills the screen with tons of trendy Quentin Tarantino-style satir¬ 
ic violence. This is called pandering. 

The Doom Generation begins with a couple of LA teens, bitchy crystal methhead Amy 
Blue (Rose McGowan) and her dumb puppy boyfriend, Jordan White (James Duval), 
ditching a punk club for a fuck (their first, it turns out) in the front seat of her car. They’re 
soon interrupted by Xavier Red (Johnathon Schaech), a hunky stranger who jumps into the 
car’s back seat to escape what appears to be a fag bashing by a gang of skinheads. 

Xavier - or X as Jordan decides to call him - and Amy begin cat fighting the moment 
they meet. X talks like an old queen, hurling epithets at Amy like “wench,” “snatch,” and 
“uterus.” But when X sets out to seduce Amy as well as Jordan, it becomes clear that he is 
straighter than first appears. 

Araki is snottily nose-thumbing the expectations we have of the X character, and of him 
as a gay director. After their hot flirtation, we expect X and Jordan to wind up in bed, but 
their only tryst comes late in the film and is violently cut short. Instead, X spends much of 
the movie having sex with Amy, who is alternately attracted and repulsed by him.

A legend returns, wearing skin-tight, zebra-stripe strapless dress and spike heels. A legend re¬ 
turns, under towering bee-hive, serious make-up and “don’t-fuck-with-me-fellas” stare. 
Helen Shumaker has brought her “avant-vaudeville” cult hit show, “Mona Rogers In Person” 
back to the city that loves her best, and it is a triumphant return. Shumaker’s star turn as 
Mona, “intellectual burlesque queen,” celebrates the 10th anniversary of the show, written for her by the 
late Philip-Dimitri Galas. The new production should please new audiences as well as those who have 
seen the piece before, which includes this reviewer and most of the opening night audience at the Cable 
Car Theatre, judging from their cheering on of favorite lines - “You need a big country to get in this 
deep.” 

“Who needs another story about a woman who wears too much make-up?” We do, the Mona- 
deprived masses who haven’t had a glimpse of our tragically hip heroine in these parts for five jtttj 
years. Galas poetic, incantatory script is a portrait of a party girl past her prime, living out 
her twilight years in a downtown apartment in San Diego, with just her memories and a 
killer attitude. Mona’s lifetime goal is to look as

Travolta, who’s said to be wary 
about his resurgence as a film icon 
and “about life in general. ‘There 
could be a downtime next year, 
but the only difference is that I’m 
busy working now,’ he said. ‘I’m 
based in Florida and Maine. I 
enjoy my life in a more regular 
setting - not in a place caught up 
by a mixture of urges and atten¬ 
tions I really can’t figure out.’ ” 

antes Spada popped into 
town last week to promote 
his Barbra Streisand bio, 
which is said to have irked 
her fabulousness. Spada is known 
for getting the dirt, the whole dirt 
and nothing but the dirt. He pre¬ 
sents the “true” story about son 
Jason Gould and his alleged 
“marriage” to then International 
Male model David Knight: “The 
report of the wedding was non¬ 
sense of course, but Jason was in¬ 
deed involved with the exception¬ 
ally handsome young man.” 

If we were still in the ’50s, a 
psychiatrist like the nefarious 
queer-curer Irving Bieber (who 
claimed a 50-percent success rate) 
would have something to say 
about “adverse maternal influ¬ 
ences” on the poor lad: “Elliott 
[Gould, Jason’s actor daddy] was 
appalled to find that Barbra had 
hired someone to teach Jason eti¬ 
quette - at two years old.” Can’t 
start too early. 

But Jason was heading down 
the yellow-brick road long before 
this: “Barbra brought Jason to the 
set [of Hello, Dolly!] often, and 
the eighteen-month-old toddler 
watched wide-eyed as his mother 
cavorted around in enormous hats 
and glittery dresses. ... Barbra re- 
called[,] ‘There I was, his mother, 
in a red wig and a gold dress, with 
a strange man on each side of her 
and he got upset.’ ” (And you 
would, too, if your mom was hav¬ 
ing all the dress-up fun.) “Jason 
got used to his mother as Dolly 
Levi, though, so much so that one 
of his first words was ‘hat.’ ”

i o, too, can Gregg Araki, 
who’s apparently, finally, 
forgiven us for twitting 
' - him last spring in that 

nearly defunct gay bimonthly 
for drastically (downwardly) re¬ 
vising his birthdate. Opening old 
wounds being the last thing in the 
world we’d ever want to do, we 
politely didn’t broach the subject 
when the ageless, timeless artiste 
called this past weekend for a chat 
about his homoerotic “heterosexu¬ 
al movie,” The Doom Generation. 
Mr. A. was full of dish about the 
financially troubled Samuel Gold- 
wyn Company, which initially 
picked up Doom. “Let’s just say 
Goldwyn is not run by rocket sci¬ 
entists. It’s a hellhole of dunder¬ 
heads. ... Samuel Goldwyn [Jr.] 
himself told me that if I didn’t 
make 10 changes to Doom they 
wouldn’t [release it]. I left the 
meeting saying I wanted to think 
about it, but that was it.” Araki 
calls the version now being dis¬ 
tributed by Trimark as the “final 
director’s cut.”

Some gay boys may snap while 
viewing the sexy poses into which 
Mr. A. works his male leads, 
young James Duval and luscious 
Johnathon Schaech (who also 
appears to studly advantage in 
How to Make an American Quilt). 
The gay relationship is never con¬ 
summated, but, reminds Araki, 
“neither is the menage,” which 
comes to a halt when Rose Mc¬ 
Gowan gets up to pee at the cru¬ 
cial moment. 

Araki is presently in the throes 
of post-production on Nowhere, 
which was shot in Glendale - 
can’t get any more “nowhere” 
than that. Nowhere is the final in¬ 
stallment in his “teenage angst 
trilogy” (Totally was the first, 
Doom the second). The cast in¬ 
cludes Duval, Married With Chil¬ 
dren’s Christina Applegate and 
John Ritter, who plays a televan¬ 
gelist. “It’s like Beverly Hills 
90210 on acid,” Araki says. “It’s 
going to be cool if I ever finish it.” 


Araki describes the often- 
funny and oddly (given its finale) 
sentimental Doom as partly a re¬ 
sponse to “all the hoopla about the 
New Queer Cinema.” Because he 
shot Totally F***ed Up before 
The Living End hit big. Doom rep¬ 
resented his first chance to “ques¬ 
tion the whole existence of 
‘queer’ cinema. Doom stretches 
the limits until they snap.”

Mark Morris and Dido and Aeneas 

Triple Tour de Force

^ 11 ive years ago, when it be¬ 
ll- came obvious that the 
Mark Morris Dance Group 
would return from its 
scandalous tenure in Brussels only 
to be once again homeless and 
adrift in an America indifferent to 
modem dance, Carole Shorenstein 
Hays tried to arrange for Morris to 
present his then brand-new Dido 
and Aeneas - which had so 
shocked the good Flemish 
burghers - at one of her San Fran¬ 
cisco theaters. And, if the venture 
flew, perhaps the Morris Dance 
Group could maintain a partial 
residence in our city. 

Alas, funding and scheduling 
never could be coordinated, and 
the West Coast didn’t get to see 
Dido until last week, when Cal 
Performances presented it in tiny 
Zellerbach Playhouse on the UC 
Berkeley Campus. Accompanied 
by Nicholas McGegan and his 
Philharmonia Baroque Orchestra, 
plus the UC Chamber Chorus and 
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Five soloists - all confined to the 
pit - Morris’ modem dance inter¬ 
pretation of this exquisitely bal¬ 
anced English opera proved too 
humid for some delicate souls. 
Nor was it the aesthetic summit of 
Morris’ many visits here, that hav¬ 
ing been reached with last year’s 
presentation of L’Allegro, il 
Penseroso ed il Moderato, the 
full-length Handel work that Mor¬ 
ris’ biographer, Joan Acocella, 
considers his masterpiece.

Yet this magnificent Dido, 
crammed full of subversive ideas 
about sex, desire and gender, is the 
Morris work that burns most 
deeply into the consciousness. In 
it, the master choreographer keeps 
our attention for the 55 minutes it 
takes to traverse Henry Purcell’s 
1689 score with the simplest vo¬ 
cabulary - majestically hieratic 
gestures for Dido, Queen of 
Carthage, and comically rude ones 
for her alter-ego, the wicked Sor¬ 
ceress, who forces Dido’s new 
lover to depart for Italy immedi¬ 
ately after she has yielded to him. 
Not only does Morris himself 
dance both Dido and the Sorcer¬ 
ess, but he also plays the messen¬ 
ger. In Virgil’s Aeneid he is named 
Mercury, but here he is a nasty 
spirit that tricks Aeneas into aban¬ 
doning his new mistress. 

Objections to Morris’ interpre¬ 
tation of Dido and Aeneas as a 
tragi-comedy, and to his over¬ 
whelming portrayals of the three 
roles, have stayed consistent from 
1989 Brussels to the Bay Area 
today. Some dislike what they 
mistakenly see as a “drag show.” 
Yet Morris and the entire cast 
(male and female) dress exactly 
alike, in black, scoopnecked, uni¬ 
sex tunics, and wear the same red 
lipstick and gold hoop earrings. 


The only decorative sign of Dido’s 
rank - besides the striped golden 
nails and Morris’ own terrifying 
persona - is a single chopstick in 
her skinned back locks. It is black 
when the queen is chaste and 
when she is bereft. It is red when 
she is in the throes of sexual pas¬ 
sion for Guillermo Resto’s hunky, 
bare-chested Aeneas. 

Objections have also been 
made to the campy hilarity of the 
Sorceress, but that comes from not 
listening to the music. Mark al¬ 
ways listens to the music first, and 
the jiggery-pokery “Ho, ho, ho- 
ing” of the witches chorus calls 
for the physical response that Aco¬ 
cella labels “trashy imperious¬ 
ness.” Besides, the Sorceress isn’t 
merely a 17th century Joan Craw¬ 
ford; she also represents the dark 
side of the consuming sexuality 
that has Dido in its grasp. Her vul¬ 
garity knows no bounds. When the 
Sorceress, having masturbated on 
stage, wipes her fingers on her 
skirt, it is hilarious. It is also just 
plain dirty, and I like that in a man. 

Incredible 

personification 

It is Morris’ rampant maleness, 
not his campiness, that makes 
Dido work. There is none of the 
“chihuahua” about Morris - those 
short, pale, slender, hairless boys 
of the ballet who have their place 
in our hearts, but who could no 
more dance a triple tour de force 
like Dido-Sorceress-Spirit than 
they could bench press 500 
pounds. Morris, with his paunch, 
lush thighs, big butt and unruly 
curls, has been called “the big 
hairy guy of dance.” If you don’t 
go for big hairy guys, that’s your 
problem. Mark Morris - even 
when playing women or androgy¬ 
nes - is always the biggest, bad- 
dest, butchest dancer on stage. 

The tension between his male 
and female natures is fully re¬ 
solved in Dido, which may be 
what attracted him to the material 
in the first place. (According to 
Acocella, Morris originally envi¬ 
sioned the entire opera as one long 
solo in which he played all the 
parts.) Whatever the initial im¬ 
pulse, the final result is shattering. 
When Dido begins, with the state¬ 
ly processions of the Carthaginian 
court, the queen lounging in stiff, 
regal poses amidst her courtiers, 
you look at Morris with his big 
nose and jutting chin, his huge, 
bunioned bare feet and his mas¬ 
sive rear, and think: “He’s never 
going to be Dido.” Yet by the time 
we have passed the enthusiastic 
capering of the Sailor (Kraig Pat¬ 
terson), the thigh-slapping malice

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When Worlds Collide

M aking brilliance enter¬ 
taining is a feat unto it¬ 
self and something 
Tom Stoppard does 
with superb agility in his 1993 
play Arcadia, which received its 
West Coast premiere at the Amer¬ 
ican Conservatory Theater last 
week. Already the highest-gross¬ 
ing A.C.T. play behind last year’s 
megahit Angels in America, Stop¬ 
pard’s intense musing on time, 
physics, sex, literature and at least 
12 million other things has obvi¬ 
ously piqued the intellectual cu¬ 
riosity of Bay Area audiences. 

Previous productions in Lon¬ 
don and New York have generated 
reams of criticism - positive, neg¬ 
ative and mixed. A.C.T.’s produc¬ 
tion, nimbly directed by Carey 
Perloff (also A.C.T.’s artistic di¬ 
rector), draws heavily on the Lon¬ 
don and New York productions 
and comes out slightly ahead. 

To begin with, Stoppard’s 
dense, cerebral text about two 
families in the same English 
manor house - one in 1809 and 
one in present day - and their rib¬ 
ald sexual pursuits and complex 
intellectual ones is challenging 
stuff not for the casual theatergoer. 
Some will dismiss Arcadia as pre¬ 
tentious posturing that attempts to 
fool an audience into believing it 
is more than the sum of its parts, 
but to sit in the dark and open up 
to the wonder of Stoppard’s world 
does yield manifold pleasures. 

There is some rough going in 
the more than three hours this 
two-act play takes to reach its en¬ 
chanting, moving conclusion. It 
isn’t often, however, that discus¬ 


sions of Newtonian physics, quan¬ 
tum mechanics, chaos theory and 
a deterministic universe are 
chock-full of belly laughs. 

Precocious pupil 

In 1809, brilliant young 
Thomasina Coverly is studying 
under the tutelage of the randy 
Septimus Hodge. While Septimus 
is having his way with the ladies 
of the manor and cavorting with 
his friend Lord Byron, 13-year-old 
Thomasina stumbles upon the 
concept of explaining the entire 
universe through the formulation 
of a mathematic equation that is 
decades ahead of its time. 

The child’s startling discovery 
is ignored by her ditzy mother. 
Lady Croom, whose focus is 
trained on the landscaping of her 
manor’s grounds and her affair 
with Septimus. The other inhabi¬ 
tants of the manor house, guests 
mostly, are too involved in their 
own infidelities, duels and deceits 
to pay any attention to the child. 

The play flashes forward near¬ 
ly 200 years to the present day. 
Hannah, a best-selling author, is at 
work attempting to solve the mys¬ 
teries of the past involving the in¬ 
habitants of the manor house circa 
1809. Bernard, a blustery academ¬ 
ic, is also at work formulating a 
juicy theory that amidst all the de¬ 
ceit and dueling that went on way 
back when. Lord Byron himself 
murdered a man while visiting the 
manor house and fled the country. 
All the while Valentine, a man of 
science, is curious enough to casu¬ 
ally follow both investigations, 
which eventually reveal to him the 
magnificence of Thomasina’s dis¬ 
covery. 


Complexities weave into com¬ 
plexities and theme envelops 
theme as Stoppard turns time 
backward and forward. Revela¬ 
tions spring from both eras and af¬ 
fect the action in each period. 

The unraveling mystery of 
complex science combined with 
the spinning out of the plot can be 
dizzying at times. While Stoppard 
skewers the pompous world of 
academic publishing, the stupidity 
inspired by lust, the disaster 
known as manor house landscap¬ 
ing or the bogus realm of literary 
revisionism, he turns with utter 
wonder to the grace and ultimate 
union of poetry and mathematics. 

Great acuity 

Director Perloff’s actors con¬ 
vey this human bluster and univer¬ 
sal wonder with great acuity. Tina 
Jones as Thomasina rises to the 
challenge of portraying a preco¬ 
cious 13-year-old who matures 
into a winsome 17. As Septimus 
Hodge, her tutor, Daniel Cantor 
makes intellect sexy. And Graham 
Beckel, as Bernard Nightingale, 
the modern-day buffoon from the 
world of academe, is crass and 
chaotic with a conviction that 
reeks of Oxbridge arrogance. 

The play’s scene stealer, 
though, is Kimberly King as Lady 
Croom, mistress of the country 
house. King’s comic timing and 
sparkling presence couldn’t be 
sharper or more delightful - a cool 
contrast to the abundant hot air 
being spewed on stage. 

The simple yet elegant set by 
Kate Edmunds serves the action 
well, both past and present, but the 
real star of this production is Peter 
Maradudin’s lovely, delicate light¬

ing, which is only appropriate. Ar¬ 
cadia, after all, is about light and 
dark - in the mind, in the soul, 
through time and on into the uni¬ 
verse. ▼

Kevin McMahon of Prick

hat David Bowie, he sure 
knows what he’s doing. He 
L* knew the young crowd at 
111 last Saturday’s concert at 
Shoreline Amphitheatre wasn’t 
there so much to seem him as they 
were the “very special guests,” 
Nine Inch Nails. 

Which is probably why Nails’ 
set blended so seamlessly into 
Bowie’s. With no break between 
the two acts, most of the kids ac¬ 
tually stuck around after NIN left 
the stage, though a sizable number 
left in the middle of Bowie’s set. 

Admittedly, the Nails were a 
tough act to follow, especially 
considering the manic frenzy 
whipped up by the band’s hard in¬ 
dustrial sound. It was perhaps a bit 
too manic, however. By turning 
angst into an art form - not to 
mention a commodity - lead 
singer and songwriter Trent 
Reznor now feels he must live up 
to his “nihilism poster boy” image 
by blundering around the stage in 
faux fits of anger, knocking every¬ 
thing down, from microphone 
stands to keyboards to lights. His 
schtick was as annoying as it was 
comic. 

When Reznor and Bowie 
shared the stage, however, the 
show peaked. During an unchar¬ 
acteristically mellow Nine Inch 
Nails instrumental, Reznor began 
playing saxophone, of all things. 
Suddenly, out sauntered David 
Bowie, leading the band into a 
hard-rocking rendition of 1980’s 
“Scary Monsters,” followed by 
Bowie’s own band, which joined 
him on “Reptile,” a track from last 
year’s NIN album. The Downward 
Spiral. 

That these two seemingly dis¬ 
parate artists are touring together, 
much less performing each other’s 
material, might seem surprising at 
first, until one realizes how much 
they need each other. Bowie has 
obviously been an important influ¬

ence for Reznor, who could use 
some tutoring from the Thin 
White Duke in the “sophistica¬ 
tion” department. And considering 
Bowie’s bomb of an album last 
year, Black Tie White Noise, he 
probably thinks collaborating with 
these young upstarts will make 
him relevant to a generation bare¬ 
ly bom when Ziggy Stardust came 
out. 

For the most part, their collabo¬ 
ration works. This was especially 
apparent during the NIN song 
“Hurt,” in which Bowie and 
Reznor sang a beautifully haunting 
duet. After that, Nine Inch Nails 
passed the spotlight to Bowie. 

Remember a few years ago 
when Bowie did his last concert 
tour, and he said that was to be the 
last time he would ever perform 
the old “classic” hits? He wasn’t 


lying. His concert Saturday con¬ 
centrated mostly on material from 
his recently-released Outside; it 
was a solid set, held together by 
Bowie’s sheer presence, despite 
the fact that hardly anyone was fa¬ 
miliar with the songs. The only 
“hit” he performed was “Under 
Pressure,” his 1981 song with 
Queen. Sadly though, Bowie ne¬ 
glected to even mention the late 
Freddie Mercury, which seemed 
to diminish the song’s impact. 

Opening the show was Prick, 
whose sound is like early Bowie 
and Nine Inch Nails combined, 
making them the perfect opening 
band. Although they only played 
for 25 minutes, the band gave a 
stylish performance that indicated 
they could easily headline their 
own show. Hopefully Prick’ll re¬ 
turn soon for a club tour. ▼

you’ve already heard about 
Midnight Dancers. This 
film, about the gay male 
underworld in Manila and the sub¬ 
culture of “macho dancers” and 
callboys, has been all over the film 
festival/art-house circuit like a 
cheap suit, and has been covered 
in the gay press ad nauseam.

I wish I had nicer things to say 
about the movie. It’s the sort of 
thing I usually like a fair amount. 
Midnight Dancers is a low-budget 
independent film from the Philip¬ 
pines, a country about which most 
Americans (myself included, I’m 
sorry to say) are woefully pig-ig¬ 
norant. It’s generally gay-positive, 
and the plot centers on a class of 
people - male sex workers - 
under-represented in mainstream 
American media.

But this one, unfortunately, is a 
mess. The story line is a soap-op¬ 
eratic nightmare, and while the 
politics are certainly valid, the 
way they’re rendered is obvious 
and unsubtle. (Yes, we know 
poverty is bad. Thank you.) I sus¬ 
pect the director, Mel Chionglo, 
was trying for a slice-of-life, see- 
how-these-people-live approach 
to his political message. But he 
tries to do too much, tries to tell 
too many stories at the same time. 
As a result, none of the stories is 
told very well. (The barely-read- 
able subtitles don’t help matters, 
either.) 

And the film’s perspective on 
sex work is muddled at best. The 
director obviously has warm feel¬ 
ings for his characters; the film 
shows them as likeable and 
human, with family and friends 
and hopes and dreams and every¬ 
thing. And for the first half or so 
of the movie, they seem to enjoy 
their work and take pleasure in 
one another’s company. But the 
attitude is ultimately lurid and 
moralistic, with a heavy-handed 
and hackneyed message about 
Where This Sort Of Thing Leads 
To. Crime, degradation, violence, 
shattered families, an early grave. 
You know the drill. 

Really, the only completely 
positive thing the movie has to 
offer is the extensive footage of 
gorgeous, near-naked macho 
dancers (ironically that’s the title 
of Chionglo’s previous flick), 
dancing and posing and reclining 
and making love. It is pretty great 
footage. I’ll say that. Yum. But if 
that’s what you’re looking for, you 
can probably find it at Superstar 
Video. I’d give this one a miss. ▼

“Born in San Diego, the harbor 
lights will not leave her alone” - 
as well as some of the lows, such 
as being made to perform Jesus 
songs for her mother’s Christian 
ladies’ group, but improvising an 
entirely different act instead. 

In Shumaker’s expert interpre¬ 
tation, Mona’s monologue is a cel¬ 
ebration of neurotic living. Basi¬ 
cally, we watch this wicked 
woman undergo three break¬ 
downs, each one more spectacular 
than the last. Images from her 
past, phrases that continue to tor¬ 
ment her - “You can’t act like that 
and have a beautiful kitchen” - 
we watch as Mona takes it all out 
on her doll Little Fatty, recapitu¬ 
lating past abuse, personal history 
returned as manic farce. 

One salvo from Mona - “I 
could walk through a crowd and 
shred it ” - clears away all of the 
artless performance art, one-idea 
one-person shows, and deluded 
drag queens you’ve ever seen. 
Given that Mona doesn’t change 
(Galas wrote character sketches, 
not narrative drama), the potential 
for monotony exists. But Shumak¬ 
er’s performance never feels stat¬ 
ic, each set piece in some way 
counterpoint to the last. Alexander 
V. Nichols’ dramatic lighting de¬ 
sign changes mood and effectively 
punctuates the breaks from one 
blackout vignette to the next. 

How is this Mona Rogers dif¬ 
ferent from all previous Mona 
Rogers? For one thing, Helen 
Shumaker has now taken on the 
dual roles of performer and direc¬ 
tor, and it seems as if she has re¬ 
fined the role down to its very 
essence, the UberMona. 

For another difference, consid¬ 
er the new production’s venue. The 
Cable Car Theatre is not a very 
large house, true, but it is larger 
than the Climate, Mona’s previous 
SF home. Some of the show’s inti¬ 
macy might well have been lost, 
were it not for Shumaker’s com¬ 
pletely engaging performance, her 
ability to project the madness of 


her character back to the last row, 
pretty much where this reviewer 
was sitting. Alas, some of the ac¬ 
tion which took place down on the 
floor of the unelevated stage was 
lost to the back rows. 

Otherwise, with only a mini¬ 
mal black set, designed by 
Michael Brown (a table, a chair, a 
platform from which to strike bur¬ 
lesque poses), Nichols’ lighting, 
and few props (the much-ma¬ 
ligned Little Fatty, paper, pen, a 
black wall phone which with¬ 
stands tough treatment), Shumak¬ 
er the director and actress creates 


a world. It’s a twisted, black glam¬ 
our world, but one which capti¬ 
vates, thanks to Galas’ poetic 
imagination and Shumaker’s the¬ 
atrical artistry, from Mona’s first 
line to her last gasp.Y

of the Sorceress’ gang, and 
reached Dido’s famous lament, 
“When I am laid in earth,” we are 
thinking, “Oh God, she’s going to 
die!” 

The death scene is pure, dis¬ 
tilled Morris. He circles Belinda 
(Ruth Davidson) during the 
lament, lifting one foot in those 
slow balances that he still per¬ 
forms better than any dancer alive. 
Then he simply stands upstage, 
sweat pouring down his face and 


spilling off that granite chin as if 
off a Notre Dame gargoyle. As the 
chorus intones “With dropping 
wings,” Dido falls forward, 
splayed on a movable balustrade. 
The dancers exit, one by one, 
through Robert Bordo’s curtain, 
on which is painted an abstract 
map of the Mediterranean. Belin¬ 
da stops to touch her sister’s hair. 
The gesture turns like a rusty 
knife. Only Mark Morris can 
wring so much pathos and musical 
tenderness out of so few steps and 
gestures. I have no idea how he 
does it, but I don’t want him to 
stop. ▼

The Furtwangler Record 
by John Ardoin; 

Amadeus Press, $32.95

n the 1920s and ’30s, con¬ 
ductor Wilhelm Furtwangler 
| was one of the most idolized 
8 figures in the world of classi¬ 
cal music. He was head of the 
Berlin Philharmonic, often ap¬ 
peared with the Vienna Philhar¬ 
monic and toured most major Eu¬ 
ropean cities. His guest appear¬ 
ances with the New York Philhar¬ 
monic for three seasons in the 
mid-1920s generated tremendous 
excitement. His only “rival” was 
Arturo Toscanini, a man whose 
music-making was the antithesis 
of Furtwangler’s. John Ardoin’s 
The Furtwangler Record does a 
masterful job of explaining the 
differences between these two 
great musicians, putting Furtwan¬ 
gler’s artistry in perspective and 
guiding the reader through the 
growing number of available 
Furtwangler recordings. 

“[The book] is not a biogra¬ 
phy,” Ardoin writes in the intro¬ 
duction, “but a study of a subjec¬ 
tive, compelling, and creative style 
of music-making that has virtually 
vanished from our imagination and 


from our concert halls and opera 
houses. Once heard, a Furtwangler 
performance is, for an ever-in¬ 
creasing number of professional 
and amateur listeners, a revelation 
that fixes itself in the mind, be¬ 
coming a measuring rod by which 
all other performances of the same 
repertory are eventually judged.” 

For those of us who admire this 
music-making, a Furtwangler, 
recording, especially one made 
from a live performance, often has 
a “rightness” about it seldom 
heard with other conductors. 
Every phrase seems to grow al¬ 
most magically from what has 
come before, and leads perfectly 
into what follows. Eor listeners 
less enraptured by the results, the 
same performance often seems 
wayward and mannered. 

Even if one does not agree 
with all of Ardoin’s judgments on 
Furtwangler’s guest artists, read¬ 
ing his fascinating discussions of 
the differences between all of his 
available performances of a given 
work is a help not only in decid¬ 
ing which version to purchase, 
but in understanding how the con¬ 
ductor perceived the work. 
Throughout the book Ardoin 
quotes liberally from Furtwan¬ 
gler’s own articles and letters, 
many appearing here for the first 


time ever in English. (Reading 
Furtwangler’s private views on 
some of Toscanini’s performances 
is not only entertaining, it suc¬ 
cinctly sums up the differences 
between two very different ap¬ 
proaches to conducting.) 

Also included are a discogra¬ 
phy by John Hunt, a list of “Dubi¬ 
ous Recordings,” and 12 pages of 
photos. 

A wonderful place to start lis¬ 
tening to Furtwangler is his three- 
CD recording of Wagner’s Die 
Walkiire on EMI. (It will also help 
you get ready for the SF Opera’s 
production of the work, which 
opens November 4.) Though 
Furtwangler’s recording of 
Walkiire, made in 1954 just before 
he died, is the first complete 
recording of the opera, no subse¬ 
quent studio recording has come 
close to touching it. 

And, if you are willing to listen 
to 1942 radio broadcast sound, get 
his performance of Strauss’s Don 
Juan or Schubert’s Great C Major 
Symphony with the Berlin Phil¬ 
harmonic (available on various la¬ 
bels). A word of warning: be pre¬ 
pared for a musical experience 
that will forever change the way 
you feel not only about these two 
pieces, but about what music can - 
and should - be. ▼

The emphasis on sex and 
comic carnage comes at the ex¬ 
pense of the movie’s characters. 
With his first film. The Living 
End, Araki created a relationship 
between two HIV-positive men on 
the run that was sexy, romantic 
and moving. So it’s clear he’s ca¬ 
pable of better than the uninvolv¬ 
ing interactions between one-di¬ 
mensional characters we get here. 
Only Duval is able to overcome 
the weak script to make his sweet, 
dim-bulb Valley Boy intermittent¬ 
ly engaging. 

All the jokey symbolism 
(skulls and the number 666 pop up 
everywhere) lead you to believe 
that, with X on board as a kind of 
messenger of death, the couple’s 
beat-up Continental has taken a 
detour through hell. At other 
points, the surreal bits make the 
story seem like just a bad dream. I 
fully expected Jordan to rub his 
eyes at the end of the movie and 
say, “Whoa, dude, what a fuckin’ 
weird dream!” 

So, are these baby doomers in 
hell, or is it all just a nightmare? Or 
perhaps a really bad drug trip? By 
the movie’s climax, the unwaver¬ 
ing, smirky, satiric tone made me 
not care one way or the other. I was 
just glad to have the thing end. ▼

the “gook’s” head off. In the 
movie’s funniest and most surreal 
bit, the head lands in a tray of hot 
dog condiments and continues to 
demand money from the teens.

rights for lesbians and gays; she 
wants to know, “What are the 
moral values and principles that 
guide us, as a movement and as 
gay people, in our political 
work?” A worthy question with no 
single answer. As both Vaid’s and 
Sullivan’s books demonstrate, our 
response is inevitably double¬ 
sided, a critical conversation be¬ 
tween the virtues of assimilation 
and the dictates of difference. En¬ 
joying the same rights as everyone 
else does not mean we want to be 
the same as everyone else - except 
when we do. 

One thing is certain. Both the 
struggle for equal rights and the 
diversity of “queer values” will be 
realized only to the extent that we 
are accountable. Until every gay 
and lesbian person is out of the 
closet, the visibility we now expe¬ 
rience will resemble the distorted 
image of a fun-house mirror, 
blowing up certain segments of 
our broader communities out of 
proportion to their real size, and 
rendering others invisible. Vaid is 
right to call coming out a moral 
imperative. If the truth sets us 
free, the cowards and liars among 
us keep us in chains. Virtually, 
anyway. ▼

Virtual Equality: The Main- 
streaming of Gay & Lesbian Lib¬ 
eration by Urvashi Vaid; Anchor

irtual Reality must be this 
year’s most exhausted 
metaphor. Apparently any 
Wm media project can make it¬ 
self glamorous with the cliches of 
cyberspace - from painfully pre¬ 
dictable movies to plodding politi¬ 
cal tracts. Even our favorite queer 
intellectuals cannot resist the temp¬ 
tation. Hot on the heels of Andrew 
Sullivan’s Virtually Normal comes 
Urvashi Vaid’s Virtual Equality. 
Now I’m waiting for Camille 
Paglia’s Virtually Rational. 

Regrettably, Urvashi Vaid’s 
book is virtually unreadable. V7r- 
tual Equality offers the wisdom of 
an activist obscured by the welter 
of words. Vaid seems to have chal¬ 
lenged herself: Why write a sen¬ 
tence when a paragraph will do? 
Any point worth making is worth 
making again. I’ll issue another 
challenge: Pick any page in this 
book and read it with the best in¬ 
tentions. I guarantee that the eyes 
of even the most assiduous reader 
will have glazed by the bottom of 
the page. 

But I am probably not Vaid’s 
preferred audience. I’m one of 
those dilettantes who subscribe to 
Oscar Wilde’s dictum that the trou¬ 
ble with socialism is that it con¬ 
sumes too many evenings. Cer¬ 
tainly Virtual Equality is not for 
the faint-of-heart. At its best, 
Vaid’s book is a strategic manual 
for stalwarts, a catalogue of victo¬ 
ries and defeats over the last 15

Joan stuck to the facts and suc¬ 
ceeded “in creating a sense of 
historical veracity by getting 
superficial details right, such as 
the weapons and costumes of 
the time.” 

Despite these accomplish¬ 
ments, Lerner favors Carl 
Theodor Dreyer’s 1928 silent 
version. Though he shoots mostly 
in facial close-ups and employs 
“only two sets, one exterior, one 
interior,” Dreyer shows “us how 
film can speak truth to history 
without a cast of thousands or a 
budget of millions,” she writes. 

In his exploration of the Irving 
Thalberg-produced Mutiny on the 
Bounty, Greg Dening notes that 
critics of later Bounty films 
“couldn’t shake the cultural mem¬ 
ory of the 1935 film. Some even 
berated the remakes for being un- 
historical because they omitted 
some of the inventions of the 
Laughton/Gable film!” 

That this occurred is a tribute 
to the cinema’s power in shaping 
our vision of history. Past Imper¬ 
fect is a handy introduction to 
some key works of enduring influ¬ 
ence. T 


Past Imperfect: History Accord¬ 
ing to the Movies 
General editor, Mark C. Carnes; 
Henry Holt. $30

C lassroom teachers often 
show historical dramas to 
give students the flavor of 
bygone days, but how re¬ 
liable are most films about past 
events or personalities? Past Im¬ 
perfect, a series of brief essays 
compiled by the Society of Amer¬ 
ican Historians, attempts to an¬ 
swer this question by examining a 
few dozen celebrated artifacts, 
among them The Alamo, Gone 
With the Wind, Reds, Gallipoli, 
The Grapes of Wrath and Malcolm 
X. 

The book begins with a chat 
between filmmaker John Sayles 
and historian Eric Foner. Sayles 
speaks frankly about the pressures 
on a director as the budget for a 
historical film increases. He also 
outlines the liberties he took with 
his independently produced film 
about coal-labor strife in 1920s 
Matewan, West Virginia, the bet¬ 
ter to convey a general sense of 


period conditions. 

In his later critique of Mate- 
wan, Foner lauds the work for of¬ 
fering “a mediation on broad 
philosophical questions rarely 
confronted directly in American 
films,” including interracial coop¬ 
eration and the benefits of vio¬ 
lence and nonviolence in achiev¬ 
ing social progress. 

Tough critics 

Other pictures do not come in 
for such high praise, and even 
when they appreciate certain as¬ 
pects of a production, these histo¬ 
rians can be as tough as any film 
critic. Though he praises John 
Huston’s Freud for depicting “rel¬ 
atively well ... a brilliant man’s” 
search for the secrets of the mind, 
Freud biographer Peter Gay ulti¬ 
mately dubs the film “well-mean¬ 
ing pseudo-history.” 

John Mack Faragher, who as¬ 
sesses several versions of the 
Wyatt Earp legend, credits the 
makers of the most recent version 
starring Kevin Costner with “tak¬ 
ing their commitment to histoiy 
seriously.” But he finds that they 
did so “ft]oo seriously. Wyatt Earp 
is truer to the messy historical 


facts than any previous 
Earp film, but it’s life¬ 
less. Loading us down 
with facts, it presents 
very little of what 
Earp’s life might 
have meant and fi¬ 
nally has nothing 
important to say.” 

Fire in the Lake 
author Frances 
FitzGerald’s analy¬ 
sis of Apocalypse 
Now’s central flaw 
is insightful and 
concrete. Though 
she concedes that 
as the creator of a 
work of fiction Fran¬ 
cis Ford Coppola 
“has the perfect right to invent ge¬ 
ography and depict imaginary 
tribesmen,” she finds that the more 
Apocalypse “strays from the reali¬ 
ties of Vietnam ... the worse it gets 
as fiction.... When he starts to make 
up the geography, it’s a sign of his 
more general retreat into abstrac¬ 
tion and solipsism.” Many critics 
noted that Coppola lost his way 
near the end, but few were as spe¬ 
cific as FitzGerald about how and 
why he did so. 


Conveying the 
essence 

One gratifying aspect of Past 
Imperfect is the distinction most 
of the historians are able to make 
between verisimilitude and the 
ability to convey the essence of a 
figure or era. Gerda Lerner ac¬ 
knowledges, for instance, that 
Victor Fleming’s 1948 Joan of Arc 
and Ottfb Preminger’s 1957 Saint

Put the blame 
on ‘Marne’ 

In the interest of proper re¬ 
portage, we watched the rest of 
the tape the next day. Joel and 
Kurt finally learn how to fuck the; 
third time around. Joel becomes 
the buddy of Martin (Joe Wilk), a 
person with AIDS, who gives him 
a lecture about living life to the 
fullest - complete with “Live! 
Live! Live!” from Auntie Mame. 
Just too inspiring. Joel falls in 
love with Robert (Brian Nichols), 
the AIDS agency’s volunteer co¬ 
ordinator. 

Getting into the clinch takes a 
while, and only after a dreary con¬ 
versation that ends with “You 
know what I’d like to do? I’d like 
to kiss you” do Robert and Joel 
get down to business. These boys 
are a perfect match, duller than 
dishwater, so it’s no surprise 
when the equally tedious Kurt 
comes back from the dead to be¬ 
stow his seal of approval. 

One hesitates to recommend 
Fulton Street , though one can’t 
argue with the results: If you’re 
out to seduce someone who needs 
to be bored into having sex, this 
just may be the thoroughfare for 
you. T 


Over dinner that night, Mr. 
Bill affected an air of noncha¬ 
lance at the news of the porn-beat 
revival, but I knew he was mine 
when he began perusing the Ful¬ 
ton Street box, which I’d strategi¬ 
cally set on the dinner table in 
place of our stunning Ixia floral 
arrangement. Eschewing the mar¬ 
velous peach cobbler puddin’kins 
had made, I seized the opportuni¬ 
ty and popped that cassette into 
the VCR. 

Plot, pathos 

Fortunately, after the long 
drought chez Danny, it didn’t take 
much to put the throb back in 
Billy Bob’s knob. The box art de¬ 
clares that Fulton Street continues 
“in the tradition of the late Jack 
Deveau,” but to paraphrase Lloyd 
Bentsen, we knew Jack Deveau 
(by his work, anyway) and Mike 
Donner is no Jack Deveau. 

Mr. Donner has injected plot 
and even pathos into his tape, a? 
Deveau sometimes did, and 
though porn is not where Mr. B 
and I look for insight into gay life 
- we need only look out our 
scenic picture window for that - 
there’s an interesting commentary 
about love and grief going on in 
Fulton Street. 

The tape begins with a hand¬ 
some Chicagoan named Joel 
(Grant Larson) awaking from a 
nightmare about the gay bashing 
murder of his lover. He calls a 
shrink - isn’t this what everyone 
does after a bad dream? - but he’s 
not ready to take that plunge and 
hangs up mid-call. 

The box cover describes the 
next scene best, albeit with shaky 
grammar: “Grant flashes back to a 
happier time, and we see his lover 
and he kissing and sucking. Grant 
overheated, goes to his local sex 
palace...” Fortunately, Mr. Bill 
hadn’t gotten overheated himself 
or he might have slipped off to the 
Nob Hill whilst I was, hoping 
against hope, fetching the lube. 

Wrong tone 

One of the biggest turn-offs 
about Fulton Street is its garden- 
variety classical music track. No 
knock on classical, but the selec¬ 
tions here, accompanied in three 
scenes by the slurping of Joel and 
his lover, Kurt (Kip Harting), 
don’t strike an appropriately erot¬ 
ic tone. 

Over at the adult bookstore 
Joel watches two guys go at it. 
Chi-town must have gotten a lot 
more liberal lately, as the sex takes 
place right in front of the mags in¬ 
stead of in the back. Sonic tastes 
are more conservative, though: 
It’s been a while since I’ve been in 
a smut emporium (really, honey), 
but I don’t recall piano concertos 
as typical background music.

an Francisco Track & 
1| Field Club co-coach 
Frank Demby has re¬ 
ferred to this season as 
“low-key” more than once. 
Though he admits that participa¬ 
tion by club members generally 
drops off the year after Gay 
Games, this one has been abnor¬ 
mally subdued. 


So it was only fitting that the 
1995 season would come to a 
“low-key” conclusion, which it 
did October 7 at the Club West 
meet in Santa Barbara. There was 
only one competitor from the 
Club, and he completed the day by 
“quietly” picking up two more 
medals. 

According to co-coach Demby, 
who was at the Santa Barbara City 
College track to cheer on solo 
sprinter Rick Thoman, “He did a 
great job, ending the year in a pos¬ 
itive way. But this meet just 
seemed so ordinary ... so matter 
of-fact, as if he was just going 
through the motions. I think men¬ 
tally this season was already be¬ 
hind us.” 

Thoman completed his 14th 
consecutive season with the team 
by winning a gold medal in the 
100-meter run. He prevailed in a 
tight battle, edging his competi¬ 
tion by 2/100ths of a second. He 
returned later in the day to collect 
a bronze medal in the 200 meters. 

Missing in action at Santa Bar¬ 
bara were SFT&FC ’95 standouts 
Valerie Scott, Reggie Snowden 
and Ken Wun, who have called it 
quits one year after each runner 
grabbed a gold medal (or more) at 
the NorCal Masters meet in 
Berkeley in September. 

“This has definitely been one 
of our quieter years,” noted 
Demby, who competed at only one 
meet this year. “Many people took 
off to recuperate mentally and 
physically from the tremendous 
efforts made during last year’s 
Gay Games. Others were only in¬ 
terested in competing at the 
Games and probably won’t return 
until 1998, if then.” 

Also turning in fine perfor¬ 
mances for the Club this year were 
Rob Lenderink, Alvin Pickettay, 
Cedric Brown and Gary Schlem- 
gin. 

“And that was it,” stated 
Demby, recalling the roster and 
shaking his head. “Valerie was our 
standout this year and had a 
tremendous season, including 
multiple medals at the National 
Championships. Reggie continued 
to show his dominance in the hur¬ 
dles, from the National Indoor 
Championships through the 
Berkeley meet. And, while Rick 
had an inconsistent season, he re¬ 
mains our most dedicated runner.” 

The good news is the team is 
still a respected powerhouse on 
the track circuit. According to 


Demby, other teams were “consis¬ 
tently inquiring” about where var¬ 
ious members were and “if we had 
a relay team ready.” The Club has 
made its mark over the years as “a 
relay team to be reckoned with,” 
and Demby let them know that 
SFT&FC will be back next year. 
“We could have easily beat the 
winning team in Santa Barbara,” 
Demby said. “With our team 
members graduating to new age 
groups, we’re going to be realign¬ 
ing and pumping up our various 
relay teams. Next year we will 
probably be formulating the relay 
teams you will at Amsterdam in 
1998.” 

The 1996 season is already be¬ 
ginning to take shape. A separate 
contact has been set-up for the 
weight field events (discus, shot 
put, javelin) and the Club is con¬ 
sidering a separate contact/out¬ 
reach for women. 

“We’ve had a lot of inquiries 
from interested women this sea¬ 
son, but very few showed up to 
work out and be a part of the 
Club,” commented Demby. 
“We’re hoping more women get 
involved next season so we can 
field a strong team next season 
and build momentum into 1998.” 

The SFT&FC is not only look¬ 
ing ahead to Gay Games V, but 
also to the USA Track & Field Na¬ 
tional Masters Championships, to 
be held in San Jose for the first 
time in 1997. The Club hopes to 
use that event to strengthen the 
team for a strong assault on Ams¬ 
terdam the following year. As 
Demby told it, “We’ll be returning 
to the Gay Games as ‘the team-to 
beat’ in 1998. We’ve got to seize 
the opportunity now and suffi¬ 
ciently prepare to defend our out¬ 
standing effort of 1994.” 

Although the San Francisco 
Track & Field Club is officially 
“on hiatus” for the remainder of 
the year, co-coach Demby is en¬ 
couraging all who plan to come 
out next season to stay in shape. 
The first organized workout for 
1996 will be on Sunday, January 
7, at 10 a.m. at Kezar Stadium. 
Practice sessions will be held 
every Tuesday and Thursday night 
at 6 p.m. and Sunday mornings at 
10 a.m. at Kezar, unless otherwise 
noted by co-coach Demby. New 
members of all ages and abilities, 
both men and women are always 
welcome, and anyone interested in 
additional information can call 
(415) 550-7966. ▼

Nell is hired by Bartholomew 
Lane to learn the truth about a bru¬ 
tal murder of his friend, Kent 
Kishida. The police are far too 
busy with everything else to work 
very hard - Why worry about an¬ 
other dead gay man, right? In her 
search for Kishida’s killer. Fury 
finds environmental extremists, 
sinister military types (Kishida 
worked at the Presidio), and all 
manner of oddities concerning the 
transfer of the Presidio to the Park 
Service. On her way to a series of 
violent conclusions, she deals 
with family stuff, friend stuff, 
other minor cases and a short but 
steamy scene in a coffee shop that 
will really roast your beans. 

But I didn’t care about any of 
it. I guess I’ve been spoiled by 
other dyke mysteries - I’m think¬ 
ing especially of Lauren Wright 
Douglas right now - mysteries 
that are entertaining and suspense¬ 
ful, passionate not perfunctory. I 
never had a sense that Pincus 
cared about her subject, so I didn’t 
care either. Barring airport desper¬ 
ation, I’d pass on The Hangdog 
Hustle. ▼

Cormick’s initial questions: 
“What you realize is that de¬ 
signing a house makes you ask 
very large life questions. Like 
where do you want to live, who 
do you want to live with, who is 
in your life, do you want chil¬ 
dren, how much private space 
do you want, how many people 
are going to cook at the same 
time?” 

It’s possible to see home build¬ 
ing as a political act, even a sub¬ 
versive one, for women, since 
there are few things more in¬ 
grained in patriarchal culture than 
the fact that women have no right 
to ask for anything for them¬ 
selves. Is it clear to you that I 
loved reading this book? If 
you’ve ever thought or dreamed 
about a home of your own. Mak¬ 
ing Ourselves at Home is a great 
place to start. ▼
